OXFORD appears from ancient Records to 
havfc been a confiderable Place even in the 
Time of the Romans; and to have been 
cal led Htlfoptum. We learn alfo, that before their 
sConquefts, the 'Britain s confecrated it to the Mu- 
jfes, whom they tranfplanted hither, as to a more 
ifertile Nurfery, from Creeklade in Wiltfhire. Be- 
•fore 'King Alfred's Time, whofe Reign began A, D. 
?$7a. Thomas Rudbutn, Bilhop of Chefter, calls it 
WntUnfoerfity in his Chromcon Hydenfe: So that Al- 
>/rerf l was only the ] Reftorer ot Learning. Before 
•the Conqueit, there was a College built, where 
Robert D'Oyiie afterwards built the Cattle in 1071. 
:in which was a l Prior or Dean, and fome Secular, 
who becameaftefwardsRegular, Canons. In 1129^ 
•the faid College was translated to Ofney Abby, by 
v R*6ert l &Oylie y Nephew to the former, 'till Henry 
,J Vlll. eredted it into a Bifhoji's See, called the 
Bifhoprick 6f Oxford, tranflated A. D. ry4<J ? to St. 
Fridefwide's Monaftery, now called Cbrijl^Cburcb. 

King Henry I. built a'Royal Palace in Beaumont- 
near G/oucefter-Greeni the Ruins of which are ftill 
vifible. King Richard I. furnamed Cetttr de Lion, 
was born here. Archbifhop Vjher affirms, that iti j 
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King Henry the Third's Time, 50,000 Students re- 
fided here ; and Rijhanger (who lived in the fame 
Reign) fays, that notwithstanding the Civil Wars 
h^d fo much difturbed the Peace and Quiet of this 
venerable Seat of Learning, yet, in his Time, 
there were remaining; i?,ooo Students, whofe 
Names were entered in the Matriculation Book. 
About which Time, John Balliol (Father of Balliol 9 
King of Scots) built a College, now called by his 
Name, A. D. 1x63 : And Walter de Merton BKhop 
of Rochefler, that which is ndw called *itfertoifrGol- 
lege ; both of them beautified with Buildings, and 
enriched with Lands, which were the firft endowed 
Colleges in Chriftendom. King Alfred built three 
Colleges in it ; one for Divinity, another for Phi- 
lofophy, and a third for Grammar. Soon after- 
wards the Danes burqt it, and Harold Harefoot 9 
who reign'd in 1036, to revenge the Death of tome 
of his Followers flain here, fo violently treated t]$e 
Inhabitants of the Place, that the Scholars left it, 
and it lay wafte till about rhe Norman Conqueft. 
In the Time of King John the Students being badly 
ufed by the Townfmen, went part to Reading ana 
part to Cambridge. After thefe Matters were again 
fettled, the Students divided into two Fadtions, the 
North and the South ; in©ifcontent the latter left 
Oxford^ and went to Stamford in UncolnfhWe 9 where 
they began to ere& an Univerfity ; but when this 
Quarrel was adjufted, they returned, and have con- 
tinued here ever fince. 

Oxford is fituated on a fmall Eminence, rifing 
gradually from its Extremities to the Center. It 
is encompaffed by Meadows and Corn Fields. The 
Meadows, whicn are chiefly to the South and 
Weft, are about a Mile over; beyond which are 
Hills of a -moderate Height, bounding the Pro- 
fpedh y - 

The Eaftern Profoed is likewife bounded by 
Hills at a moderate Diflance; the Valley growing 
conGderably narrower towards the South : But the 
North is open to Corn-fields and EncloAires for 
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many Miles together, without an Hill to intercept 
the tree Current of Air which purifies it from all 
♦noxious Vapours. It is waflied by a great Number 
of plenteous Streams : On the Eaft, by the diffe- 
rent Branches of the Chermell ; on the South and 
Weft, by thofe of the Thames ; all which meet and 
join a little below the City, forming one beautiful 
River. The Soil is dry, being on a fine Gravel, 
which renders it as healthful and pleafant a Spot as 
any in the Kingdom. 

The Town, including the Suburbs, is a Mile in 
Length from Eaft to Welt; and almoft as much in 
Breadth from North to South ; being three Miles 
in Circumference ; but it is of an irregular Figure, 
and many void Spaces are comprehended within 
thefe Limits, belides the numerous Courts and 
Gardens, belonging to the refpedtive Colleges. 

The City, properly fo called, formerly furround- 
ed by an embattled Wall,, with Baftions at about 
ifo Feet Diftance from each other, is of an oblong 
Form, and not much more than two Miles in Cir- 
cumference, , Magdalen College, with the Eaftern 
as well as Northern Suburbs, which contain the 
Pariflies of Holy-well, Magdalen, and St. Giles's, 
with BaUiol, Trinity, St. John's ?md Wadham Col- 
leges, are without the old Walls, of which a con- 
fiderable Part remains as a Boundary to New College ; 
beginning near EafirGate, and continuing almoft to 
the Clarendon Printing-houfe, where thexe was a. 
Portal and a Chapel • fome Remains of which are 
Hill vifible : Likewife from Eajl-Gate Southwards, 
almoft to Ckrift-Church, making an entire boundary 
to the Eaft and South Sides of Merton and Corpus 
Cbrifti Colleges. The Fortifications and Outworks, 
raifed by the Royalifts in the Time of the Civil 
Wars, included all the Suburbs j but they are now 
almoft entirely demolifhed. 

The principal Street of the City runs from Eaft 
to Weft, almoft the Length of tjie Town, but un- 
der different Names; the High-Street, beginning 
at the Eaft -Gate, includes at leaft two Thirds of 

1 B % that 
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that Length ; the Remainder is called the Oli> 
Butcher-Raw^ and) Caftle- Street. The High- Street is 
perhaps without a Riyal ; being of a fpacious Width 
and Lengthy clean and well paved, adbrned with 
the Fronts- of three well built Colleges ; St. Mary's 
and All-SairJ$ Churches ; before the former an 
liandfome new built Stone Wall and a broad Pave- 
ment, now called the Parade ; the latter with a 
Parapet WalL and Iron Palifades. terminated at 
one End by the Conduit and Carfax Church, and 
at the other by Eajl-Gate, and a View of Magdalen 
College Tower. Some objedt to its not beirfg; 
ftait j but others think that a Beauty : For every- 
Turn of it prefents a new Objedt, and a different 
View ; each of which would make an agreeable 
Pifture in Perfpe&ive : Whereas, had it beeo 
ftrair, every Objeft would have been feen at one 
and the fame Initant, but more fore-fliortened and 
eclipfed than at prefent. • 

The fecond Street in Oxford is that which runs 
from South to North, eroding the Street already 
defcribed, from whence that Part of the Town- 
has obtained the Name of ^ufter FwV, or the 
Four Ways, corruptly called Carfax ; as the Cor- 
poration Church, which ftandfs near the Four 
Ways, likewife is. 

The South End of this fecond Street is called: 
Fifh-Street^ and the other End of it the Corn- Mar- 
ket^ from whence we pafs through Bocardo, or the 
North Gate, into Magdalen Parim, and St. Giles% 
which form a very fpacious Street, and in fome re- 
foe&s is preferable to either of the former^ efoeci- 
ally to fuch as love Retirement j it having the Plea- 
fure and Advantage of the Country, tho* connect- 
ed with the Town. It hath much the Appearance 
of a neat Country Village ; being well planted with 
Elms, the Houfes (many of which are handfome ± 
ones) having for the moftpart Graft- plots before. - 
therti, and Oardens or Gorn-Fields behind them: 
One End of this Street is- handfbmely terminated 
by Stf QSle^s Church j an4 the other by Magdalen 

- * Church: 
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Church : tho* fomewhat eclipfed by the middle 
Row of Houfes. This Screet is likewife adorned 
with the Front of St. John's College. 

On the Eaft Side of Ffo-Street (commonly call- 
ed St. Tole's, by Corruption from St. jtldate\ 
(which Parifli includes the greateft Part of this 
Street) ftands Chriji-Church College ; the magnifi- 
cent Front whereof extends 38a Feet. Alfo the 
Town-Hall where the Town and Country Sef- 
fions, and the Affizes are held j which is newly re- 
builc in an elegant Tafte, with all Manner of ton- 
vcniencesfor the feparate Courts, viz. Rooms for 
the Grand and Petty Juries, &c. with an Arcade 
underneath, at the Lxpence of that worthy Patriot 
and Citizen Thomas Rowney, Efq; one of the 
refent Reprefentatives in Parliament, and High 
teward of this City. 

. The chief Bridges are, firft, the Eaft, called 
Magdalen Bridge, over the Cherwell ; this extends 
678 Feet, and confifts of 20 Stone Arches. It was 
firft built by Robert D'Oy/ie, who built the Caftle 
as abovementioned ; but it has been confiderably 
widened within thefe Forty Years. This is the 
Grand Entrance from London. The fecond, on the 
South Side of the Town, is over the Thames ; where 
there is a Gate commonly called Friar Bacon** Study. 
This is the Entrance from Abingdon in Berks, and 
is itfelf alfo in that County. The third, on the 
Weft Side, is likewife over the Thames, and is call- 
ed High-Bridge from hence runs a Caufey of a 
Mile in Length, acrofs the Meadows abovementi- 
oned, which confifts partly of Terra firma, and part- 
ly of Stone Bridges over the different Branches of 
tne Thames: One in particular near the Middle 
thereof, viz. Bulffoci Bridge, is over the naviga- 
ble Stream whicn comes from Letchlade in Glou- 
cejterfhire.

Of the Chdrches which give Names to rae fe- ™ 
^cral Parifhes already enumerated, there are but 
four which are remarkable, viz. St. Mary's, All- 
Saints, St. Pfto-'s in the Eaft, and St. John's. St. 
May's ftands on the North Side of the High-Street, 
and is the Church to which the Univerfity refort on 
Sundays and Holidays to hear Sermons : It is a well- 
proportioned Church, and handfomely built, tho* 
Gothic, The Porch, indeed, is in a more modern 
Tafte^ it was built at the Expence of Dr. Morgan 
Owen, Chaplain to Archbilhop Laud, A. D. 1637. and • 
coft 130 /. The Church confifts of three Ifles, and 
a large Chancel, which is paved with black and 
white Marble. The Vice-Chancellor fits at the Weft 
End of the middle Ifle, on a kind of Thr6ne ele- 
vated fome few Steps ; a little below fit the two 
Pro&ors; on either Hand, defcending, the Heads; 
of Houfes and Dodlors ; below thefe, the young v 
Noblemen ; and in the Area, on Benches, the 
Mafters of Arts. At the Weft End, with a Return . 
to the North and South IOes, are Galleries for 
Bachelors and Under-graduates ; and under the; 
middle one are Seats for the Ladies. Adjoining, 
to the North Ifle, is Adam de Brome'% Chapel j . < 
where the Vice-Chancellor, Heads of Houfes, Proc- 
tors and Preacher affemble before Sermon, and 
from thence go in Proceffion to their refpe&ive 
Places. The Pulpit ftands in the Center of ther 
middle Ifle. In the Arch between the Church and: 
Chancel, is a good Organ, originally built by Fa- 
ther Smith, and fince improved by Mr. Jdhn By~\ 
fi-ld. This is not the firft Organ ere&ed in this: 
Church ; for W. Gray, Archdeacbtl" of Berk/hire, 
dying A. D; 1521. bequeathed four Pounds to buy* 1 
Anew Pair of Organs, to be flayed upon in it. The 
Tower and Spite, which rifes from the Ground t6 
the perpendicular Height of 180 Tstety 1*; a verj£ 
noble Stru&ure, arid contains a' £ifcg of Six Urg«r

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fcells. In Term Time, one or other o£ thefft? & 
foiled or rung our, to give Notice of '^Convocation 
or Congregation, and the Performance of the Uni*- 
yerfity Exercifes. 

On the Left-fide of the Weft Window, ilext r<J 
the High-Street, is a pretty Piece of Sculpture, re*, 
prefenting a Woman down to the Waift: It is well 
defigned, and properly executed ; though Time ot 
Accident hath fomewhat impaired the Face, whicty 
has been beautiful.' The Hood is of mouern Fa- 
fhion. It is remarkable, that Foreigners compli- 
ment this Curiofity with their Notice^ tho* little 
obferved by the Inhabitants* 

All-Saints Church ftands in the farhe Street, a 
little to the Weftwafd of St. Mar/s^ and is a ve- 
ry beautiful Fabric of white Stone. It is adorned^ 
both withirl and without, with Pilafters of the Co- 
rinthian Order, an Attic Story and Balluftrade ele- 
gantly finifliing it without, a curious fretwork Ciefc 
ing, a neat Altar-Piece, and well finifhed through- 
out. This Church is jz Feet long, 42 wide, and 
50 high, without a' Pillar. - *' *J 

The Steeple is built after the Manner of fotjie 
of the new Churches in London. Tlte'ArchitedL 
the Rev. Dt. ktdrich, formerly Dean of Chrifi 
Church. 

St. Peter $ in the Eaft\ ftandirtg backwards from 
the above Street, ne&r <*heen's-College, is 8co Yeari 
old ; and was the firft tfhurch built of* Stone inf 
this 1 Part of the Kingdom. It is in good Condi- 1 
tion, and likely to ftand as many Years longed 
It was formerly the Univerfity Church ; and now 
the Univerfity go to it every Sunday in the After^^ 
noon during Lent. ^This Parilh has more to. bow 
Of, perhaps, (exclufive of what has been mention* 
jed) than any one in Europe befide : For it contains 
five Colleges j vik. Univerfity, Queens, New-CoU 
lege, Magdalen, and Hertford Colleges ^ three Halls ; 
viz. St. Edmund, Magdalen, and A! ban Halls? 1 
Two Peals of Ten Bells, and one of Six and 1 
three Organs V 'Two of which- betonfe-to <2o*lege> 

Chapels, 
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Chapels, where Cathedral Service is performed 
twice a Day, and the other, to the Parifli- 
Church. 

The laft Church which deferves Attention, is 
that of St. Johns : which is a handfome Gothic 
Building : But for further Particulars, we refer our 
Reader to Merton College j to which it feems more 
conne&ed at prefent than to the Parifh. 

There is little left of the Caftle except a fquare 
Tower, and fome broken Walls of immenfe 
Thicknefs. 

. Near the Caftle are the Ruins of the ancient 
Town-Hall, where, in 1577, was held the Black 
Affize, when the Lieutenant of the County, eight 
Efquires and Juftices, and almoft all the Gentle- 
men of the grand Jury, died of the poifonous Smell 
from the Jail. Above One Hundred Scholars, be- 
fides Townfmen. were feifced with the Diltemper* 
It lafted about a Month, when the l6fedion ceafed. 
On the Top of the artificial Hill, near the Caftle, 
is an Entry into a large arched Room, formerly 
ufed as a Magazine in Time of War. 

The University Library, ufually called 
the Bodleian, from Sir Thomas Bodley^ its princi- 

Sal Founder, is a large, lofty Structure, built of 
tone, in the Form of a Roman H, and is faid to 
contain the greateft Number of Books of any Li- 
brary in Europe^ (except that of the Vatican) a Ca- 
talogue whereof is printed, in two Folio Vo- 
lumes. 

To give fome Account of the Foundation of the 
ublic Library from Camfden. c The Ground on 
which the Divinity School was built was pur- 
(bhafed by the Univerfity in the Year 1417, and 
Upon feveral Contributions that Structure was 
1 foon after begun, but intermitted, till, by the 
€ Piety of Humphrey Duke of Glocefter, it was car- 
* ried on and compkated.' This is efteemed a moft 
elegant Pieqe of Gothic Archite&ure, furpaffing 
every Thing of the Kind in the Univerfity j bein^

^1443 a mu ^h greater Number, befides confided 
* able Additions at bis Death, three Years after- : : * 
But thefe Books have been long fince loft. 

In the Year if97, Sir Thomas Bodley y Knight, 
repaired the eld Library of Humphrey Duke of 
Glocefier, and' in 15*99. fitted it for the Reception 
of Books. An additional Eaftern Gallery wa* be- 
gun bv him io the Year id*©, and another Gallery^ 
proje&ed by hirp, was ere&ed afterwards. He 
furniftied the Library with the beft Books he could 
pto€tofc-ftom alt tarts of the World, in Memory 
of whtefr Benefa£ipft, the Earl of Dorfit caufed 
the Buft ot> Sir Thomas' to be ereded in* the- Library;' 

' Sir Thomas* Bodtey died Jan* ttf leaving k 
eonfiderable Eftate* in Land and Money for Salaries 
to the Officers, and keeping the Library in Repair* 
He alfb'fcft Statutes for the Government of if $ 
which were confirmed in Convocation ; and he 
was declared by the Univerfitj to be the Founder. 

The Eart of "Pembroke afterwards, by the Per- 
ftiafion of Archbifliop Laud^ gave almoft all the 
Colle&ion of Greek Manufcripts, which Francis 
Barromo zVenettan hzd colle&ed which great Pains 
and Goft. The Earl referved %x of them for his 
own Ufe, which Cromwell bought, and gave after- 
wards; and Sir Thomas Roe added another^ choice 
Pareelof G*w& Manufcripts. 

SirKene/m Digty alfo prefented a great Number 
ef Manufcripts, which he had gotten in his Tra- 
vels ; *nd Arehbifhop La$td having fent into the 
Eaft to buy Oriental Manufcripts, and to the Mart j 
in Germany, procured thirteen hundred large Vo- 
lumes, written in above twenty Languages. By 
(hi^Bifliop'sInftigation the Uhiverfity added ano- 
ther Building to uufee Humphrey'* Library, which 
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brought it into the Shape of a Roman H, whete, 
befides the Books before mentioned, the excellent 
Study of the Learned John Selden, of the Inner-' 
Temple,. London^ Efa; is placed. Underneath this* 
additional Side of tne Library is the Convocation' 
Houfe; in the Apodyterium of which the Vice- 
Chancellor's Court is held. Many other Bene- 
factors have much increafed this Library ; Gene-' 
ril Fairfax, afterwards Lord Fairfax ; Dr. MarfhalL 
Re&orof Lincoln College ; Dr. Barlow, late Lord 
Rifhop of Lincoln ; Mr. Saint Amand, and Dr. Rav>- 
linfon\ Manufcripts, &c. which, with certain Li- 
braries purchafed by the Univeraty of Dr. Hunting- 
don, Mr. Greaves, and Dr. Pocock, have made it the 
largeft Univerfity Library in Europe. 

In one of Public Schools is the ColledHoa of 
Greek Marbles, Statues, Bujios, &c. which were 
many Years at. Eafion, the Seat of the Earl of 
Pomfret, and were lately prefented to the Uni- 
verfity by the Countefs of Pomfret. They are at 
prefent kept there till a proper Building is ere&ed 
to receive this invaluable /Treafure. The Cata- 
logue and Chara&er of them in Dr. Stukeleys 
Jttnerarium Curiofum is as follows : \

4 dard of the Greek Meafure. Upon the Afex of 

* the Pediment is a fine Statue of Apolle y with the 

* Right Arm naked, the othercoVered with a Man- 

* tie, 
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tic, below the Hips it ends in a term'tftus, Co that 
it is an Hermapollon. Two large and curious 
Trunks, as fine as the loquacious Pafymn or Mar- 
forio at Rome. A Marble Chair with an Infcrip- 
tion on the Back of it ? denoting that it belonged 
to the High-Prieft ot Ifis, as laid, for it is ob- 
literated. It is remarkably eafy to fit on; the 
Sides are embofled with winged Sphynxes. On 
each Side of it are two fitting Fragments. A 
very large and curious Greek Statue of Pallas, 
Colofs Proportion, naked Arms, a Plumed Hel- 
met on her Head, the Gorgonian JEgis on her 
Breaft ; the very Marble is not without its Terror, 
A Greek Lady with her Arms folded under the 
Drapery, which with that of the under Garment 
are perfe&ly feen thro' the Robe. Caius Marius 
in a Senatorial Habit. Cupid afleep leaning on his 
Torch. M. Antony^ a naked Figure. All thefe 
as big as the Life. A little Herculus tearing the 
Lion. Seven Buftos, an excellent one of Pindar. 
One faid to be of Olympias^ I fancied it Lucretia. 
Two Buftos, one of the Grecian Venus. Diana 
in a hunting Habit, a tucked up Coat, Buskins 
of Skins. A Lady in Greek Drapery. The Venus 
de Me diets. Paris with a Mantle, the Phrygian 
Bonnet and odd Stockings of the Dadan Mode: 
this isa Statue of great Antiquity. A Nymph with 
a long flowing Garment tied under the Breaft, 
a fine Turn of the Body. A Man, the right 
Shoulder naked. An antique Marble Cafe. A 
Flora, the upper Part loft, moft inimitable Dra- 
pery, like tne celebrated one at Rome. A Colofs- 
Head of Apollo x from the Collar Bone to the 
Crown of the Head three Foot. The Body is 
faid to lye among many more under Arundel Houfe 
in London. The Trunk of Camilla, both Arms. 
A young Bacchus. 9 

The Buildings adjoining are the P U B L I C 
SCHOOLS, which, with one Side of the Li- 
brary, form a lmall Square of 105 Feet over either 

C Way. 
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Way. The principal Front of the Schools on the 
Outfide is about 175 Feet in Length, in the Mid- 
dle whereof is a great Gate, with a magnificent 
Tower over it, in which is Sir Henry Savillfs Li- 
brary ; and the higheft Apartments of the Tower 
are ufed for Aftronomical Observations, and fome 
Experiments in Philofophy ; and from thence call- 
ed the Obfervatory. Three Sides of the upper 
Story of the Schools are one entire Room, and 
called the Picture Gallery. It is furnifh- 
ed with the Pourtraits of many learned and famous 
Men, feveral large Cabinets of Medals, and fome 
Cafes of Books ; being intended as a Continuation 
to the Bodleian Library. Dr. Tanner^ the late 
Bifhop of St. Afaph^ bequeathing his valuable Col- 
lection of Manufcripts to the Univerfity, together 
with a Sum of Money to eredfc proper Cafes for 
them, they are here depofited, near the Entrance 
into the Gallery. 

Dr. Edward Butler ^ late Prefident of Magdalen 
College, bequeated the Sum of aoo /. to carry on 
the Wainfcotting of the fame ; Which Scheme the 
late moft noble Duke of Beaufort, in the 
Year 1749, approving, ordered it to be complete- 
ly finiflied at his Expence, as a Teftimony of his 
fincere Affe&ion for the Place where his Grace 
received his Education* This being now done, 
and the Pi&ures cleaned and repaired by Mr. 
Crawford^ they are more advantageoufly difpofed 
than heretofore; and their Number greatly in- 
creafed by late Benefa&ions. The Arundelian 
Marbles are now placed to great Advantage in the 
Moral Philofophy School. 

Near the Schools ftands the THEATRE, in 
Form almoft of a "Roman D, only longer in Pro- 
portion from Right to Left • it hath a flat Roof, 
compofed of fhort Pieces of Timber, continued to 
a great Breadth, without Arch-work or Pillar to 
fupport them, being fuftained only by the Side- 
Walls and their own Texture, tho' from Side-Wall 

to 
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to Side -Wall it is 80 Feet over one Way, and 70 
the other ; which gave Occafion to fay, that the 
Foundation was on the Roof. 

When properly filled, the Vice-Chancellor be- 
ing feated in the Center of the femicircular Part, 
the Doctors on his Right and Left Hand, the 
Prodfcors and Curators in their Robes, the Mailers 
of Arcs, Bachelors, and Under-Graduates, in their 
refpe&ive Habits and Places, together with Stran- 
gers o( both Sexes, it makes the molt auguft Ap- 
pearance of any Room whatever. 

Mr. Hogarth, when here at the Opening of the 
RadcUffe Library, furniftied himfelf with Materials 
for two different Views of it; and it were greatly 
to be wiflied, he would oblige the World by put- 
ing them in Execution. 

On the Outfide it is adorned with Sculpture ; 
particularly the Statue of Charles II. the old Duke 
of Ora*»</,and Archbifliop Sheldon ; done by Chair: 
Within, with Painting, viz. the Pourtraits. at full 
Length, of the Founder Archbifhop Sheldon, the 
fame Duke of Ormond^ and Sir Chrijlopher Wren 
the Architect : Likewife a curious Cieling ; of 
which the following is a Defcription. 

" In Imitation of the Theatres of the ancient 
Greeks and Romans, which were too large to be 
covered with ]Lead or Tile, fo this, by the Paint- 
ing of the flat Roof within, is represented open ; 
and as they ft retched a Cordage from Pil after to 
Pilafter, upon which they ftrain'd a Covering of 
Cloth, to protect the People from the Injuries q£ 
the Weather, fo here is a Cord- moulding gilded, 
that reaches crofs the Houfe, both in Length and 
Breadth, which fupporteth a great reddiih Dra- 
pery, fuppofed to have covered the Roof, but now 
furled up by the Genii round about the Houfe, to- 
wards the Wall, which difcovereth the open Air, 
and maketh Way for the Defcent of the Arts and 
Sciences, that are congregated in a Circle of Cloudsl 
to whofe AfTembly Truth defcends, as being follif 
cited &nd implored by them all. 
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For Joy of this Feftival fome other Genii (port 
about the Clouds, with their Feftoons of Flowers 
and Lawi els, and prepare their Garlands of Law- 
rels and Roles, viz,. Honour and Pleafure, for the 
great Lovers and Students of thofe Arts : And that 
this Affembly might be perfectly happy, their great 
Enemies and Difturbers, Envy, Rapine, and Bru- 
tality, are by the Genii of their oppofite Virtues, 
viz. Prudence, Fortitude^ and Eloquence , driven from 
the Society, and thrown down Head-long from the 
Clouds : The Report of the Affembly of the one, 
and the Expulfion of the other, being proclaimed 
thro' the open and ferene Air, bv fome other of the 
Genii, who blowing their anticK Trumpets, divide 
themfelves into the feveral Quarters of the Worlc^ 

Hitherto in Grofs. 

More particularly the Circle of Figures confiflr, 
Firft of Theology^ with her Book of Seven Seals, 
imploring the Affiftance of Truth for the unfold- 
ing of it. 

On her Left-hand is the Mojaical Lavo veiled, 
with the Tables of Stone, to which flie points with 
her Iron Rod. 

On her Right-hand is the &oftel, with the Oofs 
in one Hand, and a Chalice in the other. 

In the fame Divifion, over the Mofakal Law, is 
Hiftory, holding up her Pen^ as dedicating it to 
Truth, and an attending Genius, with feveral Frag- 
ments of Old Writing, from which fhe colle&s her 
Hiftory inro her Book. 

On the other Side, near the Gofpel, is Divine 
Poefy, with her Harp of David's Falhion. 

In the Triangle on the Right-hand of the Gofpel, 
is alfo Loghk^ in a Pofture of arguing ; and on the 
Left-hand of the Mofaical Law, is Muftck, with her 
Antick Lyre, having a Pen in her Hand, and a 
Paper of Mulick Notes on her Knee, with a Genius 
. on her Right-hand, (a little within tne Partition ot 
Theology) playing on a Flute, being the Emblem of 
ancient Mufick. 

On 
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On the Left (but within the Partition for Phyjici) 
Dramatick Poefy % with a Vizard, reprefenting Cb- 
medy % a bloody Dagger for Tragedy^ and the Reed 
Pipe for Paftoral. 

In the Square, on the Right Side of the Circle, 
is Law, with her Ruling Scepter, accompanied 
with Records, Patent s, and Evidences on tne one 
Side, and on the other with Rhetoric)* : by thefe is 
an attending Genius, with the Scales of 'fufiice, 
and a Figure with a Palm-branch, the Emblem of 
Reward for virtuous A&ions ; and the Roman Fa- 
fces 9 the Marks of Power and Punifhment. 

Printing^ with a Cafe of Letters in one Hand, 
and a Form ready fet in the other, and by her fcveral 
Sheets hanging as drying. 

On the Left Side tne Circle, oppofire to Tkeoloey^ 
in three Squares, are the Mathematical Sciences % (de- 
pending on Demonjlration, as the other on Faith, 
in the nrft of which is Aftronomy with the Celeftial 
Globe. Geography with the Terrcftial, together 
with tnree attending Genii ; having Arithmetick in 
the Square on one Hand, with a Paper cf Figures 4 
Optics with the Perfpedtive-Glafs ; Geometry with 
a Pair of Compaffes in her Left ; and a Table with 
Geometrical Figures in it, in her Right-Hand, 
And in the Square on the other Hand, Architecture 
embracing the Capical of a Column, with Com- 
partes, and the Norma or Square lying by her, and 
a Workman holding another Square in one Hand, 
and a Plumb- Line in the other. 

In the midft of thefe Squares and Triangles 
(as defcending from above) is the Figure of Truth 
fitting as on a Cloud, in one Hand holding a 
Palm Branch (the Emblem of Vi&ory) in the 
other the Sun, whofe Brightnefs enlightens the 
whole Circle of Figures, and is fo bright, that it 
feems to hide the Face ot herfelf to the Spe&ators 
below. 

Over the Entrance of the Front of the The- 
atre, are Three Figures tumbling down ; Firft 
Envy, with her Snaky Hairs, Squint Eyes, Hag's 

' C 3 Br'eaft, 
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Breaft, pale venomous Complexion, ftrong but ugly 
Limbs, and rivel'd Skin, frighted from above by 
the Sight of the Shield of Pallas , with the Gergons 
Head in it, againft which fhe oppofes her fnaky 
Trefles, but her Fall is fo precipitous, that {he has 
no Command of her Arms! 

Then Rapine^ with her fiery Eyes, grinning 
Teeth, fliarp Twangs, her Hands imbrued in Blood, 
holding a bloody Dagger in one Hand, in the other 
a burning Flambeau ; with thefe Inftruments threa- 
tening the Deftrudion of Learning, and all its 
Habitations, but (he is overcome, and prevented, 
by a Herculean Genius^ or Power. 
J Next that is reprefented brutilh, fcoffing Igno- 
rance, endeavouring to vilify and contemn what 
fhe underftands not, which is charmed by a mercu- 
rial Genius with his CaJuceus" 

In the Theatre are held the Public A&s, called 
the Comltia^ or Entania : At which folemn Times 
there are feveral extraordinary Prodtors .appointed, 
•Who are to take Care that public Peace is obferv- 
cd, and that all Perfons are placed according to 
their Degrees. 

This Edifice, which juftly deferves to be deem- 
ed one of our principal Curiofities, was built by 
that celebrated Architeft Sir Chrlftopher Wren^ at 
the Expence of Archbifliop Shelden^ the Chancel- 
lor, A. D. 1669, and coft his Grace no lefs than 
1 5000 1. befides which, he left 2000 1* to purchase 
Lands for the perpetual Repair of it. 

On the Weft of the Theatre ftands AjhmoWs 
Museum, a handfome Edifice, built by the Uni- 
verfity, of white hewn Stone, in the Form of our 
modern Houfes, being about 60 Feet long. It was 
finiftied in the Year 1683, when a very valuable 
Colle&ion of Antiquities and foreign Curiofities 
was prefented to the Univerfity, and repoGted in 
it, by Elias Ajhmole^ Efq; this Infcription being 
fet upon the Front of the Building, next to the 
Street, viz. Muftum 
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Mttfeum A/hmoleanum^ Scbol* Natttralh HSftoruc, 
Officina Chymica. 

' But the grand Entrance is at that End which is 
neareft to the Theatre, and oppofite to one of the 
Entrances into it. It is a beautiful Portico in the 
Corinthian Order, and very richly embellifhed 
with Sculpture : Befides which, there are Feftoons 
and other Decorations properlv adapted to the Pur- 
pofe it was built for j iuch as Shells, Snakes, Cro- 
cadiles : , &c. 

* Among many other B€nefaftioas 9 ;Dr.< : JErm//i^- 
ton added fome Egyptian Hierogly phics and other 
Antiquities; Mh Aaron Goodear an entire Mum- 
my j Dr. Martm Lifter a large Cabinet of natural 
Curiofities of his owa collecting, and feveral Ro- 
man Antiquities ; Dr. Pound a numerous Collection 
of 'Plants and Animals, brought by him from 
China^ and preferved in Spirits ; the whole mak- 
ing one of the richeft Repertories of Curiofities 
in Europe. 

An excellent Colledkion of Manufcripts, collect- 
ed by Mr. Ajhmole and his Father Sir W. Dugdale- 
is here repofited; as is likewife M*. Anthony a 
Wood's Library. 

In a Room on the .firft Floor, Dr. Bradley reads 
his Courfe of Ledtures in Experimental Philofo- 
phy ; and in the lower Part of the" Building is 
the Elaboratory, where Leftures are read in Cby- 
miftry and Anatomy. . This alfp was built by Sir 
Ckrifto$her Wren. • 1 

On the other Side of tfce Theatre, and North of 
the Schools, ftands the* Clarendon Printin<?- 
House, built in the Year 1711, with the Profits < 
arifing from the Sale of Lord Clarendon's Hiftory ; w 
the Copy of which was given to the Univerfity by w 
the Lords Clarendon and Rocbefter, Sons of that 
noble Lord. It is a grand Edifice, 11 5 Feet in 
Length; and confifts of two lofty Stories built 
wirb Stone, and faflied. Towards the Street, 
it has a magnificent Portico in the Doric Order ; the 

height 
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height of the Columns being equal to the two Sto- 
ries:* This is anfwered on the oppofite Side, next 
the Schools, by a Frontifpiece fupported by Threo 
Quarter Columns of the fame D: mentions ; and the 
Doric Entablature encompafles the whole Building. 
On the Top, are Statues of the nine Mufes ; and 
over the Entrance on the South Side a Statue of the 
Earl of Clarendon. As we enter on this Side, on 
the Right-Hand are the Rooms, where Bibles 
and Common-prayer Books are printed : Over 
which is, a very grand Apartment, moft elegantly 
furnilhed; and, underneath, a Kitchen and all 
other Conveniences for a Family : For which, Mr. 
Basket^ the King's Printer, pays a confiderable 
Rent to the Univerfity. 

On the Left-hand is the Univerfity-prefs ; where 
Books in all Sciences and Languages are printed. 
Befides the Apartments alfignedfor the Pre/s-Men, 
Compofitors, and Store-Keeper, there is one with 
a Lobby or Ante-Chamber referved for the Heads 
of Houfes and Delegates to meet in ; which is well 
proportioned and finely finifhed : In this Room is 
a very good Pidlure of Queen Ann by Sir Godfrey 
Kneller. 

■ 

Southwards of the Schools, in the Center of a 
beautiful Area, adorned with a confiderable Num- 
ber of Obelisks and Lamps, ftands the new public 
Library ; for the building whereof, that celebrated. 
Phyfician Dr. John Radcllffe bequeathed the Sum 
of 40,000 /. He fixed the Sallery of the Librarian 
at 1 50 /. per Annum ; appropriated 100 /. pet Annum 
tb buy Books, and 100 /. per Annum to keep the 
faid Library in Repair. 

; The Ruftic Bafement, which is 100 Feet in Di- 
ameter from Outfide to Outfide, is a double O&o- 
gon or 16 Square ; eight of which Squares are di- 
ftinguifhed by their Proje&ion, and having over 
each a Pediment or Frontifpiece that forms them 
into Gate- ways. 

The 
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The Superftru<5fcure, raifed upon this Bafemenr, 
is perfectly Cylindrical, and adorned with Three- 
Quarter Columns of the Corinthian Order ; which 
are ranged, not at equal Diftances, but in Coup- 
lets. Between thefe, there is an Alternacy of Win- 
dows and Niqhes all round : Over the latter, next 
to the Architrave, are beautiful Feftoons of Fruits 
and Flowers. The Entablature is much enriched 
with Carving; and over it is a Balluftrade fur- 
rounding the whole, finished with Vafes on the 
Piers perpendicular to the Columns. This is at 
the height of 80 Feet ; above which, tho* con- 
fiderably contracted, is a Cupola of 60 ; the Man- 
ner in which it is built may better be comprehend- 
ed by a Glance at the Print annexed, than from the 
moft accurate verbal Defcription j to which, there- 
fore, we refer the Reader, and proceed to give fome 
Account of the Infide. Seven of the Gate-ways 
•abovementioned are Entrances into the Porcico or 
Arcade j in the Center of which within the Piers is 
a wide fpreading Dome ; and without them, a 
Ooyfter almoft encircling it. Over each of the 
Entrances is a Dome of fmaller Dimenfions, curi- 
oully wrought with variety of Mo fate. The Eighth 
Gate-way is appropriated to the Stair-Cafe, the 
Well of which "is Oval ; the Steps, which are of 
Stone, ea(y of Afcentj adhering to the Wall at 
one End, out feem rather to be upheld by the Iron 
Rail that is upon them, than fupported underneath 
at the other : This is deemed a curibus Piece of 
Mafonary ; but is not the only one of the Kind in 
Oxford. The Awe we are ftruck with at entering 
into the Grand Area of the Library, we leave to 
the Experience of thofe who feel it : as it is not 
eafily defcribed. The Pavement is of different co- 
loured Stone, brought from Harts Forefi in Germany. 
The Piers or Butments of the Arches are adorned 
with Pilafters of the Ionic Order. 

The Dome, which is 46 Feet high from the 
Pavement, is wrought in curious Compartments 
in Stucco. It is chiefly lighted by Windows in 

the 
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the Cylindric Part thereof ; between which, are 
-Treffes of Fruits and Flowers. In the circular 
Part, without the Piers, are the Book-Cafes and 
Reading-Tables ; this Part is lighted by the fmall 
fquare Windows ; which are thus proportioned and 
difpofed, to admit of a Gallery above, which would 
otherwife have been too high; this Gallery is ap- 
propriated to the fame Ufes as the ciroular Part be- 
neath. Over the Door is a very good Statue of 
the Founder by Rysbrac : The belt Point to view 
it from, is, diredrfy oppofite to it, in the Gallery. 
. The firft Stone of this fuperb Building was laid AT*/ 
17, A. D. 1737 ; and being compleatly finifhed, it 
was opened on Tburfday, April 13, 1749; when 
the Duke of Beaufort, at the Requeft of the other 
. Truftees, viz. the Earl of Oxford, Sir Walter Wag- 
fiaff Bagot, and Sir Watkin Williams Wynne, Baro- 
nets, and Edward Smith, Efq; delivered the Keys 
into the Hands of the Kev. Dr. John Purnel then 
Vice-Chancellor ; who, in the Name of the Uni- 
verfity, returned Thanks to the Truftees for their 
faithful Difcharge of the Truft repofed in them, 
in a Latin Speech. Then Dr. Levis fpoke his Speech 
in the Theatre inftead of the Orator, and afterwards 

* Dr. King his celebrated Oration. 

The Librarian is appointed by the Great Offi- 

• cers of State ; and noc by the Truftees, or the 
Univerfity. 

After the public Buildings, a Defcription of the 
Physic Garden properly follows. It lies at the 
Eaft End of the City, on the River CherTt>?ll, oppo- 
fite to Magdalen College. This v/as the Donation 
of the Right Honourable Henry D'Anvers, Earl of 
Daniy ; who purchafed the Ground (containing 
five Acres) or Magdalen College, furrounded it 
with a lofty Wall, and eredted, next to the Streer, 
a Parapet with Iron Palifades thereon, and a Pair 
of Iron-Gates. The Piers which fupport thefe 
and the other Iron-work, being properly ornament- 
ed with Vafes of Fruits and Flowers of various 

Kinds j 
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Kinds ; the whole ferving as a Fence to the Green- 
Court, through which we pafs to the Gate-way or 
Grand-Entrance. 

This Gate-way is juftly efteemed an elegant 
Piece of Archite&ure. The Defign is afcribed to 
Inigo Jones ; nor is it unworthy of fuch an Archi- 
tect : The Manner of it is thus : It is of the Doric 
Proportion, but without Triglyphs. The Columns 
and other Parts Or the Building are curioufly wrought 
with Ruftic. The Frontifpiece confifts ot twofmall 
Pediments, and one of larger Dimenfion ; which, 
at its Extremities, partly covers the other two, and 
the whole is mantled over, with Lead j fo that nei- 
ther Snow or Rain can lodge to damage the Fabric. 
In the Center over the Arch is a Buft of the Foun- 
der, Lord Danby. On the Left-hand of the En- 
trance is a Statue of Charles I. and on the Right- 
hand, one of Charles II. The Niches thefe ftand 
in are finlflied by the two fmall Pediments above- 
mentioned. On the Face of the Corona and the 
Frize ic the following Inscription; viz. Gloria Dei 
optiml maximi Honori Caroli I. Regis in Vfum Acade- 
mic Reipublica Henricus Comes Danby, Anno 
This Infcription is likewife on the Garden 

Front. 

The Garden is divided into four Quarters, with 
a broad Walk down the Middle, a crofs Walk, 
and one all round. Near the Entrance, one on 
the Right, the other on the Left, are two elegant 
and ufeful Green-houfes^ built by the Univerfity for 
Exotics ; of which there is as confiderable a Col- 
lection, as can be met with any where. One of 
the large Aloes was blown in 1750, and grew to 
the Height of ai Feet. In the Quarters, within the 
Yew Hedges, is the greateft Variety imaginable 
of fuch Plants as require no artificial Heat to 
nourifli them, all ranged in their proper Claffes, 
and numbered. 

At the lower End of the middle Walk, near the 
Iron Gates, are two magnificent Yew-Trees, cut 
in the Form of Pedeftals, (but of enormous Size) 

with 
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with a Flower-Pot on the Top, and a Plant, as it 
were,, growing out of it; the whole (of each) be- 
ing one fingle Tree only. 

Eaftward of the Garden, without the Walls, is 
an excelleut Hot-Houfe; where tender Plants, fuch 
whofe native Soil lies between the Tropics, are raid- 
ed and brought to great Perfection; viz. the Anana 
or Pine- Apple, the Plantain, the Coffee Shrub, the 
Caper Tree, the Cinnamon^ the Creeping Ccreus, 
and many others. Thefe Pine- Apples have nearly 
the fame delicious Flavour as thofe raifed in warm* 
er Climates j the Caper and the Coffee Shrub alfo 
bear well. 

The Earl fettled an annual Revenue for the Main- 
tenance of the Garden, and furnifhed it with Plants 
and Herbs, for the Uie of fuch Gentlemen of the 
Univerfity who ftudy Botany, as a necelfary Branch 
of Phyfic. 

This ufeftil Foundation has been much improved 
by the late Dr. Sherard, who brought frpm Smyrna 
a valuable Colle&ion of Plants. He built a Libra- 
ry, adjoining to the Garden, for Botanical Books, 
, and furnifliea it with a curious Colle&ion. One 
End of this Building hath, within a few Years, 
been altered into a convenient Apartment for the 
Profeflbr. whofe Salary is paid out of the Intereft 
of 3000/. given by Dr. Sherard for that Purpofe. 
The Afliftant to the ProfefTor is paid by the Uni- 
verfity. 

Having given our Reader a fhort Account of 
the Rife and Progrefe of the Univerfity, a De- 
fcription of the 'City and its Situation, and like- 
wife of the Public Buildings, &c. Proceed we in 
the next Place, to defcribe and give fome Account 
of the feveral Colleges ; and as Magdalen College. 
, is the neareft to the Place we laft mentioned, and 
the firft we meet with in the Road from London, it 
may not be improper to begin with that.

MAGDADLEN College. 

r T y H E College of Sc. Mary Magdalen is fituaterf 
1 without the Baft-gate ? upon the River Cher- 
well: We enter it by a nandfome Portal in the Do- 
ric Order, haying in 'a Niche a Statue of the Foun- 
der. The firft Thing worthy the Attention of a 
curious Obferver, is the Weft Entrance into the 
Chapel i over which are fivefmall hiftorical Figures, 
of eJegant Sculpture. That on the Right, in a 
kneeling Pofture, reprefentfr the Founder ; the nekt, 
William of Wlckham the Founder of the two St. 
Mary Winton Colleges, where he was educated ; 
that in the Middle, St. Mary Magdalen, to whom 
the College i$ dedicated ; the next, in a kneeling 
Pofture King Henry III. who founded the Hofpital 
which was converted into this College ; and that 
on the Left, Sujohn the Baptift y to whom the faid 
Hofpital was dedicated. 

The Building on the Left-Hand is the Pre ft- 
dent's Lodgings ; adjoining to which is a magni- 
ficent Gothic Gate-way (formerly the Grand-En- 
trance into the College) with an Obfervatory over 
ir, adorned with Statues as big as the Life, of 
four of the above Perfons, viz. the Founder, St. 
Mary Magdalen, King Henry III. and St. John the 

One Particular in this and the Chapel Gate-way 
which demands our Notice, is a fmall flender Arch, 
feparate and diftindt from the other curve Mould- 
ings ; this, no doubt, was formerly efteemed cu- 
rious Mafonry. 

Between the Chapel and the above Gate-way we 
enter the Cloyfter j near this Entrance is the Cha- 
pel, which is a well-proportioned Edifice in form 
of a Roman T inverted. The Ante-Chapel is re- 
markable for two beautiful Staff- moulded Pillars, 
and fome elegant Monuments j particularly one, 
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on the Left-Hand of the Organ-Lofr, ere&ed to 
the Memory of two Brothers of the Name of Lyt- 
tleton, who were drowned in the River Cherwell, 
one by endeavouring to fave the other. 

The Weft Window, painted in Claro Oifcuro, 
was done after a Defign of Sctrmart's which he made 
and executed for the Wife of William Duke of Ba- 
varia, upwards of 200 Years ago ; as appears by a 
Print lately purchafed by the Society, engraved by 
Sadelar from the Original. It reprefents the Refur- 
redtion j and, by the Print, was certainly a grand 
Defign ; but the Beauty of the Painting is much 
impaired. In the Time of the Civil Wars, all the 
Windows, being painted in the fame Manner, were 
taken down and lecreted in different Places ; but. 
it unfortunately happened, that thofe belonging to 
the inner Chapel, after diligent Search, were dis- 
covered by a Party of Cronmelfs Soldiers ; and by 
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.ravemenr, aau trauiuicu on, uu mcy were entire- 
ly demolillied. Thofe now in the Chapel were re- 
moved thither froni the Ante-Chapel in 1741 ; but 
not being a Sufficient Number to completely glaze 
the whole, two new ones have (ince been added. 

The Altar-Piece was painted by Ifaac Fuller, an 
Englijh Hiftorv Painter who flouriihed about 90 
Years ago : who having ftudied and admired the 
mufcular Manner of Michael Angelo, feems to have 
negledted the graceful Elegance of Raphael: For 
although many of the Figures may juftly be deem- 
ed excellent Anatomical or Academy Drawings j 
yet for want of that eafy and natural Difoofition, 
peculiar to the laft-mentioned great Matter, and 
better Colouring, the whole appears crude and un- 
pleafing. This Painting, however, gave occafion 
to the Writing of an excellent Latin roem by Mr. 
Addifon (fometime Fellow of this College) which 
may be feen in the Mufa Anglican*. 

Underneath this Piece of the Refurre&ion by 
Fuller, is an admirable Pi&ure of our Saviour bear- 
ing his Crofs, fuppofed to be painted by Guido* It 

was 
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was taken at and brought into England by the 
late Duke of Ormond: But afterwards falling into 
the Hands' of William Freman^ Efq; of Hamels in 
Hertford/hire^ he gave it to the College. To this 
worthy Gentleman the College is likewife chiefly 
obliged for an excellent Organ, two additional Bells 
to the Peal of Eight, and another very confiderable 
Benefa&ion. . We Ihould not do Juftice to the 
Memory of this true Friend to the Univerfity, un- 
lefs we mentioned an Inftance or two more of his 
Affe&ion for it. Many Years fucceffiveJy, before 
we were fo unfortunate as to lofe him, he conftant- 
ly fpent a Month or two in the Summer here$ du- 
ring which Time, he refided in the College, and 
conformed to an academical Life. By his laft Will 
he bequeathed the Reverfion of an Eitate to the 
College, and an Organ, which then flood at ilix- 
mels^ to the Mufick-Room in Oxford- provided there 
fhould be no Inftrument of that Kind in it at the 
Time of his Death j otherwife to be eredted in the 
.Hall belonging to this College : But the former 
happening to be the Cafe, it accordingly went 
thither ; for which the Public in general, as well 
*as the Mufical Society in particular, are obliged 
.to him. 

But to return : The Altar has been built, in the 
prefent Manner, a few Years only j the Defign is 
elegant, and the Workmanftrip well performed : 
Befides the common Embellifhments of the Corin- 
thian Order, there are Feftoons over every Pannel 
(extremely well carved) which greatly enrich it. 
The Wainfcotting on each Side is intended to be 
carried on to the Screen. 

Each Window contains fix Figures, nearly as 
big as the Life, reprefenting the Apoftles, primi- 
tive Fathers, Saints and Martyrs. Moft People 
think this Room rather too dark at firft entering 
k, but afterwards are better reconciled : The oc- 
cafion of that Opinion is, undoubtedly, the Con- 
trail between this and the Ante-Chapel ; which 
they pafs through to it, and which is extremely 

/ D x Jight. 
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light. Cathedral Service is performed here e- 
very Day at Eleven and Four, except Sunday* 
and Holidays, and then the Morning Prayers 
begin at Eight, on Account of the Univerfity 
Sermon. 

From hence, on the Right, we pafs into the 
Cloy Iter, which encompaffes the great Quadrangle, 
and remains in its primitive State: -Tift whole 
making the molt venerable Appearance of any Col- 
lege in Oxford, having undergone the feweft Alte- 
rations erf any fince it was founded. On the'South 
Side are the Hall and Chapel ; on the Weft the 
Prefident's old Lodgings and the Library ; and on 
the North and Eaft, theXodgings of the Fellows, 
Demies, &c. At the South-Eaft Corner of the 
Cloyfter, is the Way up to the Hall ; which is a 
very fpacious Room, handfomely fitted up, and 
adorned with four whole hength Pourtraks, viz. of 
the Founder, Dr. Butler the late Prefident, William 
Fremau, Efq; and Prince Rupert ; two Half-lengths, 
viz. Bifliop Warn r, a great Betftfa&or to the Li- 
brary, and Dr. Hammond. 

The interior Part of this Quadrangle is orna- 
mented with Hieroglyphics, ofwhich, (though a 
celebrated Antiquary * hath been pleafed to call 
them wbbnjical Figures, which ferv* to amy fe the Vul- 
gar, but are only the licentious Inventions of the Mafon,) 
we {hall here give a particular, and, we truft, a 
national Account, from a Latin f Manufcript in 
the Library of this College. 

c Beginning, therefore,, from the South -Weft 
* Comer, the two firft figures we meet with are

f This Piece is intituled Oedipus Magdaltnenfu : Explicit* viz. Inagi- 
num, & figvrarum, qua apui MagdaUnenfa in interim Collegii Quadran- 
gulo Tibicinibvz impohta vifuntur. It was written by Mr. William Rtekt, 
fometime Fellow of this College, at the Requeft of Dr. CM, who was 
Prefident from the Year 1671, to 1687, and to whom it is inferibed.

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the Lion, and the Pelican. The former of theie 
is the Emblem of Courage Md Vigilance, the latter 
of parental Tendirnefs, and jtffcBion. Both or them 
together exprefs to us the complete Character ot 
a good Governor of a College. Accordingly they 
are placed under the Windows of thofe Lodgings, 
which, originally, belonged to the Prefident, as 
the Inltrudions thev convey ought particularly to 
regulate his Condua. 

c Going on to the right Hand, on the other tide 
of the Gate-way, are tour Figures, viz. the School- 
mafier, the Laywer, the Phyfician, and the Dtvtne . 
Thefe are ranged along the outfide of the Library, 
and reprefent the Duties and Bufinefs of the Stu- 
dents of the Houfe. By means of Learning 111 
general, they are to be introduced to one of the 
three learned Profeflions, or elfe, as is hinted to 
us by the Figure with Cap and Bells in the Corner, 
they muft turn out Fools in the End. 
c We come now to the North-Side of the Qua- 
drangle, and here the firft three Figures repre- 
fent the Hiftory of David, his Conqueft over the 
Lion and Goliab : from whence we are taught^noc 
to be difcouraged at any Difficulties that mav ftand 
in our Way, as the Vigour ofTouth will eafily ena- 
ble us to furmount them. The next Figure to 
thefe is that of the Hippopotamos, or Rivcr-Hjgfey 
carrying his young one upon his Shoulders. This 
is the Emblem of a good Tutor, or Fellow of a 
College, who is fet to watch over the Youth of 
the Sv ciety, and by whofe Prudence they are to 
be led through the Dangers of their firft Entrance 
into the World. The Figure immediately follow- 
ing reprefents Sobriety, or Temperance, that moft 
neceffary Virtue of a Collegiate Life. The whole 
remaining Train of Figures are the Vices we are 
inftru&ed to avoid, Thofe next to Temperance 
are the oppofite Vices of Gluttony, and Drunken- 
ness* Then follow the Lucantbropos, the Hy*na, 
and Panther, reprefenting Violence, Fraud, and 
Treachery : the Gryphin reprefenting Covetoufnefs ? 
J D 3 and 
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and the next Figure Anger, or Moroftnefs* The 

* L>og, the Dragon, the Deer, Flattery, Envy, and 
c Timidity ; and the three laft, -the Mantkhora, the 

* Boxers, and the Lamia, Pride, Contention, and 

* Luff. 

4 We have here, therefore, a complete and in- 
4 ftru&ive Leflbn, for theufe of a Society dedicated 
4 to the Advancement of Religion and Learning ; 
4 and, on this Plan, we may fuppofe the Founder of 
c Magdalen thus fpeaking, by means of thefe Fi- 
4 gures, to the Students of his College. 

44 It is your Duty, who live under tne Care of a 
44 Prefident, whofe Vigilance, and parental Tendtr- 
44 nefs, are the proper Qualifications to fupport the 
44 Government of my Houfe, attentively to purfue 
44 your Srudies. in your Jevcral Profeffions ; and fo tp 
44 avoid the Follies of an idle, unlettered, and diffi- 
pated Courfe of Life. You may poffibly meet 
with many Difficulties, at your firft fetting out in

44 Temperance: So fhalfyou guard them from 'falling

<4 and Envy, as well as the more fupple ones of

Fropi the Cloyfter we go through a narrow Paf- 
fage in the North-Side,into the Court where the 
new Building ftands. This Edifice is 300 Feet in 
Length, andconfifts of three Stories above the Cel- 
lars, befide the Garrets. This Front is fupported 
by an Arcade^ which forms a beautiful Cloyfter. 
The whole is built of Heddington Stone, and is juft- 
ly deemed an elegant Stru&ure. It has confidera- 
bly the Advantage of fome other modern Buildings : 
For whereas the upper Story of thofe is commonly 
znAttic^ and confequently the Rooms lower than 
thofe of the middle Story; the Rooms in the upper 
Story here are exa&ly of the fame Dimenfion with 
thofe below J and command a better Profpeft. 
Three other Sides were intended to be added ; 
but probably fince the Effedt of that beautiful 
Opening to the Meadow has been feen, * the So- 
ciety may think proper, in fome Refpedi, to alter 
their Defign. 

One unparalleled Beauty belonging to this Col- 
lege is'the extenlive Out-let. The Grove fcems 
perfe&ly adapted to indulge Contemplation ; be- 
ing a pieafant Kind of Solitude ? laid out in Walks, 
and well planted with Elms ana other large Tree*, 
It has likewife a Bowling-Green in it, and hav- 
ing fome beautiful Lawns, feeds about forty Head 
of Deer. 

Befide the Walks which are in the Grove there 
is a very delightful, and much frequented One, 
round a Meadow containing about 13 Acres, and 
'that fqrrounded by the feveral Branches of the Cher- : 
ipell; from whence it is called the Water-Walk ; ^ 
Vwhiclv yields all "the Variety could be wiflied : Some 
tarts of it running in ftraight Lines, with the Trees 
regularly cut j others winding, and the Trees grow- j

ing 
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ing little otherwife than as Nature diredts : There 
is plenty of Water as well as Verdure, and an agree- 
able View of the Country adjacent. 

This College was founded by William Patten, 
ufually called William Wainfleet, from a Vil- 
lage of that Name in Lincoln/hire, where he was 
born, and were there is a School kept in Repair 
by the College. He was firft educated at Wncheper 
School, and was afterwards Fellow of New Col- 
lege inOxford. Having taken theDegree of Eatche- 
lcr of Divinity, he was appointed chief Matter of 
IVincheJler School, where he continued ix Years 
and then was made School-mafter, and foon after 
Provoft of Eton College by King Henry VI. who 
preferred him to the Brihopric of Wtnchefter in the 
'Year 1447, and in 1449 he was conftituted Lord 
High Chancellor of England. 

He firft founded a Hall in Oxford without the 
Eaft-Gate, which he dedicated to the Honour of 
St. Mary Magdalen, and in the Year 1^6 obta ned 
Leave of King Henry VI. to convert St. John's Hof- 
pitah fituated further Eaftward, into a College 
which the Hofpitallers thereupon furrendered to 
Truftees for that Ufe, with all their Manors, Lands, 
and Pofleffions ; in Confideration whereof there 
were fettled on the faid Hofpitallers certain Pen- 
fions during their Lives $ and the fame Year the 
Bifliop being impower'd by a Royal Charter to found 
his College on the Scite of the Hofpital, he erected 
the ereat Quadrangle with the Library, the Chapel 
and Hall inhis Life-time ; dedicated his College to 
St. Mary Magdalen ; and ordained that it fliould for 
ever bear her Name, notwithftanding he further 
devoted it in honour of all the tutelar Saints of the 
Carhedral Church of Wincbejter, viz. the blefled 
Virgin Mary, St. John the Baftiff, St. Peter, St. 
• Paul, and the glorious Ccnfeflbr St. Swltbin. And 
having chofen Fellows, &c. from the Hall adjoin- 
ing and other Seminaries, he further ordained, that 
this Foundation (hould be a perpetual College for 
poor and indigent Clerks in the Univerfity of Ox- 
ford, 
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ford, ftudying Arts and Sciences. It conflfts of a 
Prefdent, forty Fellows, thirty Demies, a Divinity 
Ledturer, School-Mafter and Uflier, four Cap- 
iains, an Organift, eight Clerks, and GxteenCho- 
rifters. The whole Number of Students in their 
Books is 108. King Henry VI. gave to the Founder 
the Hofpital of St. James at Brackley in Northamp- 
ton/hire ; which he annexed to the College as a 
Place for the Society to retire to, 'in cafe a pfcfti- 
lential Diftemper or any other Caufe fhould render 
thek Refidence here unfafe. 

Among the fubfequent Benefadbors to this Col- 
lege was William Fit z>- A/ an, Earl of Arundtl, .who 
ftipulated with the Prefident and Fellows, (i Rich. 
III.) that they and their Succeflbrs for ever fhould 
celebrate daily Mafs for the Soul of himfelf, the 
Soul of his Son Thomas Maltravers, and the Souls of 
his Anceftors, *t an Altar from thence called the 
Arundel Altar ; a ad that all Do&ors and Mafters 
of this College fliould mention Them, as well in 
their Prayers at Oxford, as before *heir Sermons at 
Sc. Paur% in London ; but the Maffes have been dif- 
ufed ever fince the Reformation ; in lieu of which 
there are annual Commemorations for the Bene- 
fadtors, and quarterly Ones for the Founder. 

It is cuftomary on St. John BaptiJFs Day to have 
the Univerfity Sermon preached in the Stone Pul- 
pit at the South-Eaft Corner of the firft Court with- 
in the College Gate ; the Court on that Occafion 
being deckeefwith Boughs and ftrewed with Rufhes, 
alluding to St. John's preaching in the Wildernefe, 
and in Commemoration of the HofpitaFs being de- 
dicated to him. But if the Weather proves un- 
favourable, they remove into the Ckapel. 

All this Side of the Building, except the Tower, 
confifts of the Remains of the faid Hofpital. Near 
one Half of which, yifc. from the Weft End run- 
ning towards the Bridge, was the Chapel thereof 
'till fince the Reftoration : But during Che Civil 
Wars, and afterwards, having been profaned and 
prpftituted to the vileft Purpofe*, the College ^b- 
€5 tained 
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tained Leave to convert it into Lodgings. At the 
Weft End in a fmall Niche is the Head of the 
Baptift. 

The laft Thing we fliall take Notice of, is the 
Tower. This was erected by the College under 
the Dire£fcion of Cardinal Wolfey* who was Fellow 
and (at that Time) Burfar of this College. It is 
about i?o Feet high, and by its folid and fubftan- 
tial Bafis, number of Set-offs, and gradual Dimi- 
nution, is calculated for Strength and Duration as 
much as any Building whatever; it is neverthelefs 
beautiful, and a great Ornament to the Place. 

The moft advantageous View of it, is from the 
Phyfic Garden. We muft not omit mentioning 
that this Tower contains a very mufical Peal of Ten 
Bells; and that on May Day Morning the Clerks 
and Chorifters aflemble on the Top of it, and in- 
ftead of a Mafs of Requiem tor King Henry VII. 
fing chearful Songs and Catches. 

The Vifitor is the Bifhop oiWmchefler. 



gUEEN's College. 

TH E next College, after we have patted Sr. 
Mary Magdalen, is Queen's which ftands 
within the Eaft-Gate, on the North Side of the 
Righ-flreet. 

The whole Area, on which this fine College is 
. built, is an oblong Square, of 300 Feet in Length, 
and 210 in Breadth, which being divided by the 
Hall and Chapel, forms two fpacious Courts. 
, The South End, which is the grand Front, abuts 
upon the Higbfireei, in the Middle whereof is a 
magnificent Gate, and over it the Statue of Queen 
Caroline^ under a Cupola fupported by Pillars; the 
reft of the Front being adorned with Niches ; but 
no Chambers on this Side, except at each End. 

The 
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The firft, or South Court, is a handfome Qua- 
drangle, 140 Feet long, and 1 go broad, having a 
lofty Cloifter, fupported by fqugre Pillars, on the 
Weft, South, and Eaft. Over the Weit Cloifter 
are two Stories, confifting of the Chambers of the 
Fellows and Students, an elegant Gallery and com- 
mon Room ; * and in that Cloifter is the Apartment : 
of the Provoft. - Over the Eaft Cloifter are alio 
Chambers for the Fellows and Students, and fome 
for thofe of the late Benefaction of Mr. Meckel. The 
fecond, or North Court, is 150 Feet long, and 90 
broad, having the Library over it on the Weft, and 
Chambers for the Fellows and Students on the 
North, Eaft, and South. . 1 

The Buildings are in general very fine, but thofe 
that are moft admired are the Cnapel, the Hall 
and the Library. 

The Chapel is 100 Feet long, and 30 broad. In 
the arched Roof is a Piece of Painting by Sit James 
Thornbilt. The Windows are admirably painted • 
the Subjed of that over the Altar ? by Mr. Price in 
1717, is the Nativity of our Saviour. The Side- 
Windows were removed thither from the old Cha- 
pel ; two on the North Side are the laft Judgment, 
and two others on the South, the Afcenhon. The 
reft are all of old Clafs, remarkable for the Liveli- 
nefs of the Colours. 

There is a Paflage between the Chapel and the 
Hall from the South to the North Court, the Walls 
of which carry a haadfome Cupola with eight Ionic 
Columns, and all the proper Ornaments of that 
Order. The Outfide of the whole is a Doric Build- 
ing, and the Infide of the Hall beautified with the 
fame Order : But the Infide of the Chapel is entirely 
Corinthian, the Ceiling of which being Fretwork 
is not inferior to that Order. 

The Hall is 60 Feet long, and 50 broad, with an 
arched Roof of a fuitable Height, and appears to 
be one of the beft-proportioned Rooms in Oxford, 
It is extremely well illuminated, and has a Chimney- 
Piece of beautiful Marble ; and there is an Open- 
ing 
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ing from the Gallery over the Weft Clbifter, which 
fecms defigned for Mufic ; and hither Strangers are 
frequently brought, who defire to fee the Society 
at Dinner. 

The Library on the Weft Side of the North Court 
about 1x3 Feet inlength, and in height, is a 
noble Building of the Corinthian Order, with a 
foacious Cloifter to the Eaft, and the Statue of the 
Founder, and principal Benefa&ors to the College 
in Niches to the Weft, and is now adorned with 
ftucco Work by the ingenious Mr. Roberts. It has 
beautiful Clafles, and is furiflied with a curious and 
valuable Colle&ion of Books and Manufcrips in 
moft Languages and Sciences. 

Robert Egglesfieldj a Native of Cumberland, Con- 
ftjflbr to Queen Pbtlippfi, and Batchelor of Divinity 
in this Univerfity, having purchafed feveral Tene- 
ments in the Panfll of St- Purr's in the Eaft, eredted 
there a Collegiate Hall, at the Inftance (and, pro- 
bably by the Encouragement) of Queen Pbilippa y 
Contort of King Edward III. giving it the Name of r 
Aula Scholarium Regime de Oxon ; and on the i8rh 
of January r$4°> obtained the Royal Charter for 
incorporating the Society of this Hall or College ; 
by virtue whereof he conftituted a Provoft and 
twelve Fellow, ordering, that the Provoft fhould 
be chofen out of the Fellows, and be in Holy Or- 
ders ; and that for the future the Felloes lnould 
be ele<9ted out of the Counties of Cumber land and 
Weftmoreland. 

The principal Benefa&ors ? bcfides the Founder, 
were King Edward III. and his Queen Philippa ; 
King Charles I. who gave this College three Rec- 1 
tories and three Vicarages in Hampjhire ; Sir Jofeph 
Wtlliamfon^ Kniaht, fometime Fellow, who rebuilt 
part of the College, and left 6000 1, towards the 
finilhing of it, betides a moft valuable Library of 
Books; Dr. Barlow, Bifliop of Lincoln, alfo gave 
his Books to this Library ; Dr. Lancaftcr, the Pro- 
voft of this College, and Dr. Timothy Halton, were 
great Benefadtors. And of late feveral very con- 
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fiderable Exhibitions have been given by Sir Francs* 
Bridgman^ Lady Elizabeth Hafting^ and Mr, Michel 
of Richmond* 

The Members in this College are one Provoft, 1 
fixteen Fellows, two Chaplains, eight Taberdars 
(fo called from Taberium y a ttiort Gown which 
they formerly wore) 16 Scholars, two Clerks, and 
forty Exhibitioners ; bcfides a great Number of 
Matters, Batchelors, Gentlemen Commoners, Com- 
>moners, and other Students. 

A Cuftom here is, that they are call'd to Din- 
ner and Supper by Sound of the Trumpet, and 
when the Fellows, as the Founder's Statutes di- 
reft, have placed themfelves on the further Side of 
the Table, the Taberdars kneel before them on the 
oppofite Side of the Table, and on Sundays and 
Holidays difpute on fome of the mod controverted 
Queftions in Divinity ; and on other Days render 
fome Parts of Arijtotlfs Rhetorick, Poeticks, or 
Ethicks. 

Another Cuftom is, that the Burfar of the Col- 
lege on New-Year's Day gives each Member a 
Needle and Thread, faying, Take thh^ and be thrifty 
as a Rebus on the Founder's Name (Aiguille) in 
French^ fignifying a Needle, and F/7, a Thread, 
Egglespeld. 

Another is, having a Boar's Head on Chrifonas 
Day, uftierM in very iolemnly with a celebrated 
Monkifli Song ? in Memory of a Taberdars killing a 
wild Boar in Shotover Wood. 

The Vifitor is the Archbifliop of York. 



l^E W College. 

ATE W College is fituated North of gueen's, 
x Y from which it is feparated only by a narrow 
Lane. 
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We enter this College by a magnificent Portal 
or Gateway, leading into the firft Court, which is 
a Quadrangle of about 168 Feet long, and about 
iX9broad, with a Statue of Minerva in the Middle 
of it, the Donation of Henry Parker, Efq; fometime 
Fellow of this College. This Court was built at 
the Foundation of the College, was low and with 
narrow arch'd tranfom Windows, in the Fafliion 
of the Times : But foon after the Reft oration of 
King Charles II. another Story was added over the 
old Building, and all the Windows altered to their 
prefent Form with Saihes. On the North Side is 
the Chapel and the Hall ; on the Eaft the Library ^ 
on the South the Fellows Apartments, and on tne 
Weft the Warden's Lodgings, which are large and 
commodious, well fim(hed and beautifully furnifli- 
ed, among others, with fome fcarce ana valuable 
Portraits. 

In ihe North- Weft Corner of this Court is the 
Entrance into the Chapel ; by much the grandeft 
in the Uaiverfity. Tne Form of it is like that 
at Magdalen College, but larger. The Ante-Cha- 
ple is fupported (Tike that) by two beautiful Staff- 
moulded Pillars ; but of greater Magnitude. This 
Part is upwards of go Feet long, and 36 broad : 
The inner Chapel 100 Feet long, 3? broad, and 
6<> high. As we enter the Chantry or inner Cha- 

fel the moft ftriking Objedfc is the Altar-piece; the 
ainting whereof was done by our ingenious Coun- 
tryman Mr. Henry Cook, who flouriflied about fixty 
Years ago. It reprefents the Concave of a &«/- 
Rotunda in the Ionic Order, with a Cupola adorned 
with curious Mofaic Work; in which, the Eaft- 
End of the Chapel feems to terminate. The Altar 
which is partly built of Wood and partly painted, 
intercepting in fome Degree the View at right 
Angles, greatly favours the Decepth $ particularly, 
two large open Pannels in the lower Part thereof, 
which have a wonderful Effedt. 

In the upper Part of the Altar-Piece, which is 
painted in luch a Manner as to feem the Finifliing 
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of the Wood-work that fupports it, between two 
Columns of the Compofite Order rifing in juft 
Proportion to the Corinthian below, is a Frame 
and Pahnel, wherein is reprefented the Salutation 
of the Virgin Mary : And above the Entablature 
hangs hovering a moft beautiful Cloud with great 
Numbers of Angels and Cherubs in various At- 
titudes, waiting the Return of the Angel Gabriel. 
The proper Place to view it from to Advantage, is 
the Entrance into the Choir $ the Perfpedfcive be- 
, ing contrived on purpofe, to anfwer that Height 
and Diftance. The Communion Table and the 
center Pannel are covered with Crimfon Velvcr, 
and the whole is enclofed within a Rail of curious 
wrought Iron-work : the Former the Gift of Dr. 
Burton the prefent Mafter of Winchefier School, the 
latter of Mr. Terry , late Fellow. 

Next to this the Windows on the South Side 
are moft attracting to the Eyes of Strangers : Each 
Window containing; eight Portraits as . big as the 
Life, of Saints and Martyrs, done by Mr. Price of 
London. Thefe the late worthy Warden with the 
Concurrence of the Society began in 1737, at the 
Expence of 100/. per Window, which was defray- 
ed out of a certain Fund fet a-part for repairing and 
beautifying the College ; but not to exhauft it too 
haftily, only one Window a Year was completed : 
However this Work was aflifted by fome Legacies 
and Benefa&ions. The Stalls are remarkably ele- 
gant in the Gothic Manner : But the painted Fi- 
gures in the Pannels fomewhat Difgrace the Ar- 
chitecture. 

The Brafs Sconces againft the Stalls and on the 
Desks, tygetber with two large and beautitul Bran- 
ches impended at the Ends of two long gilded 
Chains in the Middle of the Choir, are very great 
Embellifliments : The latter were the Gift of Dr. 
Cbeyney, the prefent Dean of Winchefier. 

Here is a moft excellent Organ firft built by 
- — — - Do/haw ; and fidce improved by Mr. John 
Byfett, who added the Clarion Stop, and thcSwejl* 

ing 
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ing Organ. Cathedral Service is performed here 
twice every Day, viz. at Eleven and Five ; except 
Sundays and Holidays, and then the Morning Prayers 
begin at Eight as at Magdalen College. This Room 
is efteemed one of the beft in England for Mufic : 
which probably is owing to its being very fpacious, 
and having no Breaks (iuch as Arches and Side-Ifles) 
to divide the Sounds. Upon the whole : when the 
Windows on the North-Side are perfea:ed in the 
fame Manner with thofe on the South, which they ' 
are intended fhortly to be, this Room will furpafs 
almoft every Thing of the Kind. 

Adjoining to the Chapel is a fparious Cloyfter 
which forms a Quadrangle of 146 Feet one Way, 
and ioy the other : on the North Side of which 
is a lofty Towter with a Peal of Ten Bells. 

The Way up to the Hall is . at the North-Eaft 
Corner of the Quadrangle: it is 78 Feet long, 3? 
hroad, and 49 hign. It is nandfomely wainfeotted 
and floored, and adorned with the Portrait* of the 
Founder William of Wykeham, William of Walnfleet 
the Founder of Magdalen College, and Archbifliop 
Cb'uheley the Founder of All- Souls, both Fellows of 
this College in the Founder's Life-time. 

The Library (firuated on the Eaft Side of the 
Quadrangle) eonfifts of two Rooms, one over the 
otHer, 70 Feet long and ^^^ broad • both of them 
well turnifhed with Books, particularly fome huu~ 
dreds of valuable Manufcripts. 

From hence we pais through the middle Gate m«* 
to the Garden-Court, which widens by Breaks 
as we approach the Garden. This Court is fepa- 
rated from the Garden, by an Iron Gate and Pa- 
lifadfc which extend no Feet in Length, and ad- 
mit of a moft agreeable Profpedt of the Garden 
through them. In the middle of the Garden is a 
beautiful Mount with aneafy Afcent to the Top of 
it, and the Walks round about it, as well as the 
Summit of it, guarded with Yew Hedges. The 
Area before the Mount being divided into four 
Quarters, in one is the King** Arms, with the 

Carter 
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.Garter and Motto j in that ,oppofite to it the 
Founders ; in the Third a Sun-Dial, and the 
Fourth a Garden-Knot ; all planted in Box, and 
neatly cut. 

The whole is furrounded by a Terras. On each 
Side are Lime-Trees plantecf j and on the North 
* Side in particular there is a ferpentine Walk planted 
with flowering Shrubs. Behind the Mount likewife 
is a fine Colle&ion of Shrubs fo contrived as to rife 
gradually one above the other, and over themi, a 
Row of Horfe Chefnut Trees, which fpread in &ch 
a Manner as to cover the Garden Wall, and. carry 
the Eyei on to a moft beautiful Mantle of tall Elms, 
which terminates the View, and feems to be the 
only Boundary to that End of the Garden ; but 
we are obliged to Magdalen College Grove for this 
-additional Beauty. 

At the South Baft Corner of the Garden we en- 
ter the Bowling-Green; which is in all Re- 
fpe&s neat and commodious. Oppofite to the En- 
trance is a Pavilion or Temple : on the Right a Ter- 
ras with flowring Shrubs, and a Row ot Elms to 
fliade the Green in the Evening, that Side being 
almoft due Weft ; and on the Left a Row of Sy- 
comores which are mentioned by. Dr. Plot, in his 
Natural Hiftory of Oxford/hire, as a great Curio- 
fity ; being incorporated from one End of the Row 
to the other. 

Having conduced our Reader to the furtheft 
Part of the College, we would recommend to him 
a View of the Building from the Mount ; whence 
the Garden-Court, in particular, has a very grand 
Effedfc : For from thence the Wings appear pro- 
perly difplay'd, and the whole is feen at a conve- 
nient Diftance. The Perfpe&ive View annexed 
was taken from the firft Landing-place, and may 
be compared with the Original. From the Top of 
the Mount likewife there is an extenfive and agreed 
able Profped of the Country, and of fome other^ . 
Buildings in the Univerfity. ." '* * > 
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In the Muniment Houfc belonging to this Col- 
lege is preferved the large ancient Crofier of the 
Founder, which is Silver gilt, almoft entire, very 
maffive and weighty, finely wrought and curioufly 
embellifhed with variety of Figures of Seraphs and 
the tutelar Saints of the Cathedral of Wincheft er. 
Elevations, Temple Portals and Perfpe&ives : and 
(havinglately been cleaned) is one of the beft pre- 
ferred Pieces of Antiquity of the Kind in England* 

In a fmall Court belonging to the Warden's 
Lodgings, and adjoining to the Lane leading to 
fbeen's College, is a very ancient Murberry Tree * 
which before the fevere Winter in 1739, was dia- 
metrically fawn afunder as both Ends, and after 
having lain at length on the Ground (being; intend- 
ed for Fuel) above a full Year, it was railed up on 
a Stone-pitch'd Area againft a Wall ; with no other 
View but to remove the Inconvenience of its lying 
in the Way : But it foon began to put forth luxu- 
riant Branches, and it has now targe Limbs, and 
bears great Quantities of Fruit every Year. 

The laft Curiofity we (hall mention, is a beau- 
tiful elliptic Arch which is turned over the above 
Lane; for the Convenience of the Warden to pafs 
into his Garden without coming out at the College 
Gate. The Lane it is thrown over does not turn 
at Right-Angles from that leading to the College, 
but runs obliquely ; which renders the Contrivarfice 
of it the more artful and uncommon. A curious 
Obferver will, neverthelefs, if he examines the Ribs 
of the Aich, discover that they form ftraight Lines 
from the Abutments on one bide to thoie on the 
other, notwithftanding the Whole in a Front-view 
feems a-twift. 

This College was founded by JViUiam JLonge^ a 
Native of IVykeham in Hampfhire^ from whence he 
obtained the Name of William or Wykeham. His 
extraordinary Integrity recommended him to the 
hieheft Trulls and Favours of King Edward the 
Third* When young he was employ'd by that 
King inmoft of the Buildings at that Time carried 
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on by the Crown, particularly in the rebuilding 
Wmdfor Caftle in the magnificent Form ia which ic 
now appears. His firft Ecclefiaftical Preferment 
was the Re&ory of Vnlkam in Norfolk, and foon 
after he was advanced to fome of the largeft and 
moft confiderable Preferments in the Church, and 
in 1367 was confecrared Biftiop of Wmchefter, in 
the 42a Year of his Age. > His Advancement in the 
State kept Pace withr his Preferment ia the Church. 
In 13^4 -the King granted him ao per Day out of 
the Exchequer. He was made Keeper of the Privy 
Seal in 1364; and conftituted Chancellor of Eng- 
land, Sept. 17, l$6y« Vroijfart fays of Wyheham^ 
that he was fomucn in favour with King Edward III. 
that evcry^ thing was done by him, and nothing was done 
without him* 

While he was purfuing his generous Purpofes 
with the Money he had acquiredf by his many Pre- 
ferments and Offices, he was on a fudden attacked 
by a Party formed againft him at Court j for, in 
the laft Year of the King's Reign, Articles of Ac- 
cufation were brought againft him by the Parlia- 
ment at the Inftigation of the Duke of Lancafttr j 
but upon the Acceflion of King Richard II. his 
Pardon paffed the Privy Seal, July 31, 1377. He 
maintained feventy Students m feveral Halls in 
Oxford for feven Years whilft the College was 
building* for their Reception ; having in the Year 
1379 obtained a Charter for their Incorporation* 
The Foundation Stone was laid March <th, in the 
faid Year; and it was finifhed on April 14, 1386. 
when the Warden and Fellows took Pofleffioq of 
it by entering it in a folemn Proceffion. In the 
Year following, the other, St. Mary'% College near 
Winchefter, was begun, and Was finilhed and inha- 
bited in the Year 1393, by a Warden, ten Fellows^ 
three Chaplains, three Clerks, and fixteen Cho- 
rifters ; as alfo two Mafters and feventy Boys, out 
of whom a certain Number were to be annually 
eleded as a Supply to New College, firft by two of 
the Founder's Kinlmen, and then by the Senior on 
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Roll fucceffivclv. Both which Colleges this moft 
pious and munificent Founder faw completed, mak- 
ing ample Provifion for the Support of each, and 
giving them fo regular and perfed a Bcdy of Sta- 
tutes, that many iucceeding Founders have com- 
piled from them. And having furvived many Years, 
he enlarged his Will with coltly Legacies of Jewels, 
Plate ? Money, and Books, to be diftributed through- 
out the feveral Diocefes he was preferred in, or 
had temporal Pofleffions, at his Deceafe, to pray 
(according to the Times) for his Soul, amounting 
to the Value of upwards of 6000/. Sterling; an 
immenfe Sum according to the Value of .Money in 
thofe Days. He died Sept. 27, 1404. when he was 
80 Years of Age, r 

It was ftipulated between the Univerfity and the 
Founder, that the Fellows of this College fhould 
be admitted to all Degrees on the firft Day of the 
Term, without any Grace of the Congregation cf 
the Matters, or undergoing any Examination for 
them in the public Schools, provided they were 
examined in the College according to the Form of 
the Univerfity, and had their Graces given them in 
like Manner by the Warden and thirteen fenior 
Fellows of the College convened and aflembled for 
that Purpofe. 

The Univerfity Sermon is preached here every 
'Lady-Das and Trinity- Sunday in the Antc-Chapcl : 
On which Occafion the Choir attend and perform 
an Anthem in the Organ-Loft. 
' Another Cuftom is the peculiar Manner of call- 
ing the Fellows to Dinner and Supper ; namely, 
by a Chorifter's going from the Chapel Door to the 
Garden Gate at Twelve apd Six, crying, a Man- 
ger tous Seigneurs^ i. e. To Dinner or Suffer Gen- 
tlemen all. 

. The Benefadions to this College have been very 
numerous: all of which ftand upon Record as fo 
many laudable and lafting Memorials of Refpedt, 
Honour and Giatitude to the Founder j the Bene- 
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fa&ors having been chiefly Members of this So- 
ciety. 

A certain Time is appointed by the Wardens, 
commonly about the beginning of September, for 
an Ele&ion of the Scholars at Whtchefter School to 
fucceed Yearly to this College ; when the Warden, 
two Senior Fellows (during that Expedition called 
Pofers) nominated by the Iele& Governors of this 
College, called the Thirteen, for that Purpofe, who 
together with the Warden, Sub -Warden, and 
Schoolmafter of Winchefier meet and open their 
Election there, for examining, chufing and filling 
up Vacancies in the School, and to fupply this 
Society within the Year, in Manner as abovemen- 
tioned. As alfo for redrefling and regulating any 
Grievances and Inconveniences in that College : 
Although the Warden and Fellows of Winchefier 
are the immediate Governors and Infpe&ors of the 
School ; and are nobly accommodated by the plen- 
tiful Provifion made by that Part of the Founder's 
Bounty. 

The prefent Members of this Society are one 
Warden, feventy Fellows, ten Chaplains, three 
Clerks, one Sexton, and fixteen Chorifters; the 
whole Number of Students of all Kinds being 
ufuaUy about ny. 

The Vifitor is the Blfhop of Whubefier.

T Ttfiverfty College is fituated on the South 
w of the High-Street, oppofite ggeen's College, 
the Front extending %6o Feet and upwards along 
the Street. This College confifts of two Courts* 
each of them having a handfomeGatc, with a Tower 
over it. next the Street* The Weft Court, called 
the Old Court, if a regular Quadrangle of wo Feer 
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on every Side; the Eaft, or New Court, alfo is X 
regular Spuare ? 80 Feet over either Way. The 

} principal Buildings are the Chapel, in which are 
bme curious painted Windows, the Hall^ the Li- 
brary ? and the Matter's Lodgings. The Chapel 
and the Hall are fituated on the South Side of the 
old Quadrangle. Over the Gateway facing the 
Chapel is an excellent Statue of King James if. 

The Matter's Lodgings take up the'Eait aqd pait 
of the. North Side of the new Quadrangle, and is 
an elegant Building. 

This College is generally faid to be the oldeft 
Foundation in Oxford ; that it was eredled and en- 
dowed by King Alfred, Anno 882 ; but as there are 
no remains of thofe Halls, faid to be ere&ed by Al- 
fred^ and the Students in the Reign of the Con- 
queror were deprived of their Stipends fettled upon 
tnen^ which uled to iflue out of the King's Exche- 
quer,- and theprefent College was built and endowed- 
long after Balliol, that old Foundation difputes the 
Point of Antiquity with this. And it appears that 
the Hall, where this Society performed their Ex- 
ereifes,. was from the Conqueft 'till the Year 1132 
hired by the Students of the Townfmen, of whom 
William Archdeacon of Durham, the Founder, 
bought it about that Time, and gave it to the Scho- 
lars of thisHoufe, endowing the fame with Lands. 
The fame Archdeacon bequeathed 310 Marks for 
the Education of ten or twelve Students in the Uni- 
v^rfity at large, which Money the Vice-Chancellor 
and Matters at firft lent to the Scholars, on Secu- 
rity given for the Re-payment of it. Afterwards 
four Matters were delegated for the Adminiftration 
of this Charity, which was laid out in making Pur- 
chafes of Houfes for the Students. The moft cOn- 
fiderable Benefactors, after the Archdeacon, were 
Henry Piercy, Earl of Northumberland ; Robert Dudley , 
Earl of JLetcefier; Sir Simon Bennet, who in the Year 
1638 entirely built the excenfive Front of the Weft 
Quadrangle, ending at the Bow-window, at his 
owa Expence. The laft by whom this College was 
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^completed, was Dr. John Radelijf ; with whofe Be- 
• nefa&ion the Mafter s Lodgings, and all the new 
Building in the Eaftern Quadrangle (which includes 
the Remainder of the Front) was eredfced ; As an 
Acknowledgment of which, there is a Statue of 
him in aNicne over the* Gateway facing the Matter's 
Garden. The fame Gentleman alfo fettled 600/. 
per Annum on two travelling Fellowlhips, and has 
indeed been the mbft bountiful Benefa&or to the 
Univerfity in general in the two laft Centuries. 

In this College there are one Matter, 12 Eellows ? 
17 Scholars, and ufually about 100 Students of all 
fort$.

ALL-SOULS College. 

THIS College is fituated in the High-Street, 
Weft of and confifts chiefly of two 

Courts. 1. The old Court is about 12+ Feet in 
Length, and 72 in Breadth, having the High-Street 
on the South, and the Chapel at the North : End of 
it. In this old Quadrangle-is a Dial, contrived by 
that ingenious Architect Sir Cbriftopher Wren y when 
Fellow of the College, which, by the help of two 
Half Rays, and one whole one for every Hour, 
iHews to a Minute what is the Time, the Minutes 
being marjc'd on the Sides of the Rays, fifteen on 
each Side, and divided in five by a different Cha- 
racter. 

2. Their grand Court, fituated behind the former, 
is a fpacious and beautiful Quadrangle, having the 
Library on the North, the Hall and. Chapel on the 
South, the Cloifter on the Weft, and the Common 
Room, with other handfome Apartments, on the 
Eaft, adorned with two beautiful Gothic Towers. 
This Court is in Length from North to South about 
•172 Feet, and in Breadth 155:. The Chapel of this 
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College is about 70 Feet long, and 30 broad; the 
Ante-Chapel of the fame Dimenfions ; the Altar- 
Piece b of beautiful clouded Marble, and over it a 
fine Affumption-Piece of the Founder, painted by 
Sir fames ThornbilL Here are alfo two elegant Vafes, 
one on each Side of the Altar, by the fame Hand ; 
the Bas-Relief of which reprefcnts the Inftitution of 
the two Sacraments. 

The Roof of the Chapel is divided into Compart- 
ments, carved and gilded. The Screen, which di- 
vides the Chapel from the Ante-Chapel, is a neat 
JPieoe of Archite&ure by Sir Cbriftopher Wren. In 
the Ante-Chapel are feveral Monuments worthy of 
Notice, particularly thofe of the Hon. Doddington 

Grevllle and Dr. Geo. Clarke. 

The New Library is a magnificent Gallery. 100 
Feet long, afld $0 broad, ana about 40 Feet nigh, 
built of white hewn Stone, and finUhed at a great 
Expeace. TChe Ontfide 4s Gothic^ in conformity 
witn the reft of the Quadrangle. The Infide con- 
fifts of two grand Ranges of Bookcafes, one above 
the other, i up ported by Pilafters of the Dork and 
Ionic Orders. The Cieling. and Piers between the 
Windows, are adorned with moft beautiful Stucco- 
Work, by the ingenious Mr. Roberts of this Place. 
Over the Bookcafes are placed interchangeably 
Vafes and Buftoes of many eminent Perfons, for- 
merly Fellows of the Society.

Over the great Door is a very fine Buft of the 
Founder, Archbifhop Chickeley, in white Marble, 
done by Mr. Roubilliac The Elegance of the 
Room, and the Choicenefs of the CoHe&ion, ccn- 
fifting greatly of fcarce and foreign Book, make 
this efteemed one of the beft Libraries in Oxford. 

The Statue of that generous Benefa&or, Colo* 
nel Codrington, is erected in the Midcle of the Li- 
brary, on a Pedeftal of veined Marble; this Part 
of tne Building being twice the Breadth of the 
reft. It appears, by an Infcriptknron the Pede- 
ftal, that the Colonel died Anno 1710, and that 
the Statue was ere&ed in the Year 1730* The 
Area, or wide Space in the Middle of the Building, 
divides it in a manner into two Rooms. 

The Hall is an elegant Room, in which are the 
Portraits of Archbifhop Chicheley, Founder ; Colo- 
nel Codrington, and Sir Nathanael Lloyd. At the 
upper End of the Room, under the Founder's Pic- 
ture, is a Piece of Sir James Thornhill'% reprefent- 
ing the finding of the Law, and Jofah renting his 
Cloaths, from 2 King xxii. 11. Over the Chimney- 
piece, which is a very neat one of Dove-coloured 
Marble, is a Buft of the Founder, and on one Sidq 

of 
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him Ly*aker 9 and on the other John LefanJ, the 
famous Antiquarian and Author of the Itinerary ; 
who, as Mr. Hearne informs us, was a Member of 
this Society, The Room is ornamented with many 
other Bufts, which are chiefly Copies from antique 
Originals. 

Tne College Buttery, which is divided by a Pat 
fage from the Hall, is a very pretty Room, of an 
oval Form, with an arch'd Stone Roof of very cu- 
rious Work. 

The Common Room is a very good one, being 
a Cube of z6 Feet, and lighted by a large Venetian 
Window. 

The Warden's Lodgings, which front the High- 
Street) and are contiguous to the reft of the Col- 
lege, is a handfome Houfe, late the Dwelling of 
George Clarke, LL. D. a great Benefa&or. 

The private Apartments of the College are ge- 
nerally very neat and convenient. The Room in 
the old Quadrangle, which was formerly the Li- 
brary (before the new one above defcribed was 
finifhed) is lately fitted up, by one of the Fellows, 
in a very elegant Manner, in the Gothic Tafte ; 
and is defervedly efteemed one of the Curiofities 
of the Houfe. 

The Founder of this College, Dr. Henry Chhhehy, 
was born at Higham Ferrers in Northampton/hire ; 
and having had his School Learning in that Town, 
was, in the Year 1 387, made, by William of Wyhekam, 
one of his firft Sett of Fellows at New College in Ox- 
jW, where he took the Degree of Dodtor of Civil 
Law. He was made Archdeacon of Sarum^ and 
afterwards Chancellor of the fame Church, by Dr. 
Richard Medeford, Bifhop of that Diocefe ; and be- 
coming known to King Henry IV. was fent on feve- 
ral Embattles by that Monarch, and advanced firft 
to the Bifliopnc of St. David's, in which having 
continued five Years^ he was tranflated on July aj, 
1 414, to the See ot Canterbury , of which he re- 
mained Archbifliop twenty-nine Years. He laid 
the Foundation ot All-Souls College in 1437 ; the 
— Fa Charter 
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Charter of Incorporation is dated May 20, 16 

VL in which it is called Collegium Animarum omnium 

Ft deli um difunfforum de Oxon. 

By the Statutes he gave this College, he appoint- 
ed iorty Fellows, whereof twenty-four were direct-, 
ed to Itudy Divinity and Philofophy, and the other, 
fixteen the Civil and Canon Law. He procured 
from King Henry VI. a Grant of the L*nds and 
Revenues of feveral diffolved Priories to endow his 
College, and in his Life-time eredted the Chapel,, 
and all the reft of the Buildings (except Ibme very 
modern ones) which coft him 4545/. and at his. 
Death gave to the Society the Sums of 134 /..£;. id. 
and 100 Marks. 

The moft confiderable Benefactors, next to tl^e 
Founder, have been Qoloi}el Chrifiopher Codrington y 
Governour of the JLeemzrd Ijlands^ and Fellow of, 
All-Souls, already mentioned ; George Clarke, LL. 
D. the late Duke of Wharton, Doddington Gre<yille+ 
Efq; Lieutenant General Stewart, and S:r Natba- 
nael Lloyd, (wlio at the Time that he was Fellow of 
this College, was Head of a College in Cambridge.) 
The Coloqei bequeathed 6000 I. for building the 
noble Library already described, his otan yah*abl& 
Study of Books, arid 4000/. more to purchafe new> 
ones ; and Dr. Clarke gave his beautiful Houfe, &c. 
for the Ufe of the Wardens fucceflively of the Col- 
lege. He alfo very much augmented trie Chaplain- 
fliips, and intended to have been a much larger 
Bencfadtor to the College, but thought proper to 
beftow thofe Favours on Worcefter College. 

In this College are one Warden, forty Fellows, 
two Chaplains, and nine Clerks. 

A very peculiar Cuftom is the celebrating the 
Mallard Night, every Year, on the 14th of January , 
in Remembrance of an exceflive large Mallard qr. 
Drake, fuppos'd to have long rang^din a Drain or 
Sewer where it was found at the Digging for the 
Foundation of the College, A very authentic Ac T 
count of this Event hath lately been retriev'd, and 
publifhed to the.karned World, (tojn a Macjufcript 

; of 
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of Thomat Walfmgham the Hiftorian, and Monk of 
St. Albans. It is the Caufe of much Mirth, for on 
the Day, and in Remembrance cf the Mallard, is 
always fung a merry old Song fet to ancient Mufic.

BRAZEN-NOSE College— 

FORMS the Weft-Side of the Radcliff 
Square. Was founded in the Year 
by the joint Benefadion of William Smith, Bifliop 
of Lincoln, and Richard Sutton, Knight. 

The moft probable Account of the uncommon 
Name of this College feems to be this : The Foun- 
ders purchased from Univerfity College, for the Scite 
of their intended Building, two ancient Seats of 
Learning, Brazen-Nofe and Little Univerfity Halls ; 
or, as the laft was more commonly call'd. Black- 
Hall. Both thefe are fuppos'd to have received 
their refpedtive Names from fome Students, who 
removed thither from two fuch Seminaries in the 
temporary Univerfity of Stamford. And Anthony 
Wood fays the Stamford Seminary was call'd Braver.- 
Nofe from an Iron Ring fix'd in a Nofe of Brafs 
ferving as a Knocker to the Gate ; which I believe 
is remaining there to this Day. 

But another Antiquary, Dr. White Kenneth (ays 
that it was originally a Copper-Nofe, or a red car- 
buncled-Nofe, which was commonly expos'd as a 
Sign to fome Hofpitia, Inns, or Houfes of Entertain- 
ment; and from thence probably, the HoteL or Hall 
at Oxford, as well as the other at Stamford, had its 
Denomination. (See Glofs. to Parochial Anti- 
quities in V. Coprofe.) 

The Founders, with a View to both thefe ancient 
Seats of Learning, ordered their new Seminary to 
be called, The Kings Hall and College of Brazen-Nofe. 

F 3 Agree- I 
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Agreeable, to its Antiquity, at Vulvar fa - Hall^ 
there, are. ftill over the Door Qf the Kefe<$ory 
two very ancient Bufts. The one of the glorious 
Alfred, the firft Founder, the other of John Erigenfk 
a Scotfman, who firft read Le&ures there in the 
Year 882. . v . ; * 

The Refedtory itfelf is neat and convenient, 
adorned with the Pi&ures of the principal EsBfir 
fa&ors, and very good Paintings on Glafs of the 
two Founders. It Hands on the South Side of the 
firft Quadrangle. In the Center of which is a Statue 
of Cain and Abel. 

Through a Pafiage on the left Hand of theCate 
of the firft Quadrangle we enter the fecond. This 
i$a more moaern Structure, Though the Stone is 
mouldring, the Defign is elegant. And is fuppos'd 
to have fallen from the Hands ofjthat great Archi- 
tt& Sir Ckriftofbtr Wren. 

A Cloifter with a Library over it forms the Eaft 
Side, the Chapel the Sown. The Area is difpos'd 
in the Form of a Garden planted with flow'ring 
Shrobs. 

The Library is rather calculated for real Ufe 
than ornamental Shew. The Chapel has a Neat- 
nefs and Simplicity becoming the Houfe of God. 
If thefe may oe confidered as the Parents of Beauty, 
this Edifice has very ftrong Pretenfions to it. The* 
Roof and Altar-Piece are each refpedtively fine. 

The Ante-Chapel has an elegant Monument to 
the Memory of thelate Principal* On this,amafterlyi 
Buft gives you the ftroogeft Features of his Face ; 
an tf/zir lnfcription &f his Mind. 

The Founcfation of this College is for one Prim- i 
cipal, twenty Fellows, thirty-two Scholars, and 
four Exhibitioners. 

The Number of Names in the Book at prefent 
are one hundred and -twelve.

LINCOLN College, 

Hp HE firft of thefe Colleges, going from Al} 
|_ Saints^ is fituaredon the Eaft Side of 

the fald Street; the Front pf it extending *io Feet 
in Length. Jt confifts of two Cqprts, the Outer, 
or North Court, jtnd the Inner or Soqth Court, 

The Outer Court we ent^r through an ancient 
well built Portal, with a Tower over it : Thjis is a 
regular Quadrangle, the Sid.es of which are 80 Feet 
each. The Inner or South Court has alfo a Gate 
into the Street; and is a regular Square like wife, 
but lefs than the other, being 70 Feet $ach way. 

In the North Eaft Corner of the oitfer Court, 
through a handfome Gothic Arch, there is a Paflage 
bepwe^n the Hall and Buttery tfi the Kitchen, jbe- 
jfond which turning to the Right* you come; to % s 
Square Court or Garden, planted with flow'rijig 
Shrubs, and encompaffed with a Palifade. 
, The Hall is a handfpme Edifice about 4.0 Feet; 
lpng, broad, and of a proportiqnable Height,. 
If was new Wainfcotted in 170 1, chiefly by the Be«< 
nefa&ion of the late Lord Crewe Bifliop of Durham % 
Who(e Arms are placed over the Middle of the 
Screen, as are thofe of the reft of the Contributors 
over other Parts of the Wainfcot. 

The Library is a very neat Room in the North 
Side of the Outer Court, over the Common Room. 
It has bSen lately new fined up, faflied and wainfcot- 
ted at the Expence of Sir Nathaniel Lliyd, Knt. fome- 
timc Commoner of this College, and afterwards 

Fellow, 
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Fellow of All Souls. It is well furniflied with Books, 
and there are in it fome ancient and valuable 
Manufcripts. 

There is a good Half Length Pi&ure of Bifhop 
Crewe at the Weft End of it, and another of Sir 
Nathaniel Lloyd. 

But what is moft taken notice of in this College 
i* their Chapel, which is fituatcd on the SoutU Side 
of the Inner Court. 

The Screen of it is , of Cedar, finely carved and 
is mentioned by Dr. Vlott^ as a great Curiofity! 
. The Windows are entirely of Painted Glafs of 
which there is one large one over the Altar and 
four lefler on each fide. In thofe of the South' Side 
are the Figures of the Twelve Apoftles, Three in 
each Window, as large as Life- In the Firft Win- 
dow, which is next the Altar, are Peter, Andrew 
and James the Greater : In the id ? Joh?^ Philip and 
Bartholomew: In the 3d, Matthew >, Thomas* and 
James the Lefs : In the 4 th, Jude, Simon\ and 
Matthias. 

On the other Side, over againft Thefe, are the 
Figures of Twelve of the Prophets. In the Firft 
Window, or next to the Altar, are David, Daniel 
and Elijah : In the id, Ifaiab* Jeremiah, and Ezekiel) 
In the }d, Amos. Zechariah, and Malachi : In the 
4th, Elfoa Jonah, and Otadiah. 

The Eaft Window, which is over the Altar, con- 
tains the Types and Anti-types of our Saviour. It 
is divided into fix Partitions : In the Firft, reckon- 
ing from, the North, is the Creation of Man in 
Paradife ; and over it the Nativity of our Saviour. 
In the ad, is the parting of the Ifraelites through the 
Red Sea ; and over it, our Saviour's Baptifm : In 
the 3d, is the Jewifli Paflbver ; and over it, the 
Inftitution of the Lord's Supper: In the 4th, is the 
Elevation of the Brazen Serpent in the Wildernefs; 
and over it, our Saviour's Crucifixion : In the yth, 
is Jonas delivered out of the Whale's Belly ; and 
over it, our Saviour's Refurredtion : In the 6th, is 
Elijah going to Heaven in the Fiery Chariot : and 
over it, our Saviour's Afcenfion. The 
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• The Cieling, which is wainfcotted with Cedar, 
is embelliflved with the Arms of the Founders aud 
the principal Benefa&ors ; incqrmixtfd with Che- 
rubims.. Palm Branches, Feftoons, &c. beautifully 
pointed and Gilt. The Lower Cedar Desks are 
terminated with eight well executed Figures of the 
fame Wood, viz. Mofes and Aaron, the four Evan- 
gelifts, St. Peter, and St. Paul. 

This Chapel was built in 1630 by Dr. John 
Williams, at that time Bifhop of Lincoln, and after- 
wards Arch-Bifhop of Xork i of whom Memorials 
are to be feen in feveral Places. For befides his 
Arms,*which are upon the Cieling, amongft thofe 
of the other Benefa&ors, the fame are again in 
Shields ovpr the Doors of the Screen ; being finely 
Curved in Cedar, on the Outfide of it, and painted 
With all the proper Colours on the Innde. And in 
the upper Part of every Window on both Sides of 
the Chapel, are four Human Figures in ,painted 
Glafs, with Efcutcheons on their Breafts ; wherein 
there are feyeral different Coats of Arras, to all 
which this Benefadlor has Prctenfions. There is 
alfo a good Half Length Pi&ure of Him, with 
fame lefler Portraits, preferved in tbe Re&pr's 
Lodgings. > 

This College was firft founded by Richard Flent- 
wing, who was born of a good Family in Torkjhire. 
He was educated in this Univerfity, of which he 
was two Years Prodtor. being then Fellow of OW-- 
ver/ty College. It is faid, that he was at that Time 
a Favourer of IVicAliffe's Do&rine, but that being 
afterwards wrought upon to change his Sentiments- 
he became a zealous Oppofer of it, and defignea 
this College to be a Seminary of learned Men to 
preach and write againft it. 

In 1410 he was made Bifhop of Lincoln by Ki 
Henry the Vth; and died in 143 t. He obtain* 
the Charter of Incorporation of King Henry the 
Vlth, in the fi*th Year of his Reign ; by which he 
was impowered to unite the Churches of St* MS* 
<W and St. Mildred to All-Saints Church, to ere& 
. <; them 
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them into a Collegiate Church, and to found there- 
in a College, ccnufting of a Re&or and fucb Num- 
ber of F&Hows as he fhould appoint. 

Accordingly in 1419, he cftablifhed a College 
confifting ot a Re&or and feven Fellows, to whom 
he appropriated the Income of the faid Churches. 

Soon after which, the following Perfons made 
liberal Additions to their Maintenance. *fobn South- 
am, Archdeacon of Oxford ; John Forejt, Dean of 
Welts, and Prebendary of Banbury ; Henry Beaufort^ 
Cardinal, and Bifliop of Winchester ; William Fyn- 
derne of Childrey, Efq; who gave them a Farm at 
Bat ley in Berks: John Bucktot, Clerk, who gave them 
the Manor of Little Folicotya Bucks. In comme- 
moration of which two laft "Benefactors, two Ser- 
mons are preached yearly by fome of the Society; 
one at Childrey in Berk/hire, where the former of 
them lies interred, the other at Ajhendon in Buck- 
ingkamjhire^ fuppoied to be the Burying-place of 
the latter. 

Thefe Benefa&ors were before the Time of their 
fecond Founder, and to them we may add, Thomas 
Gafcoygne, fometime Chancellor of this Univerfity, 
and Robert Flemming, Dean of Lincoln ; who be-: 
fide other Donations gave them fome valuable and 
ufeful Manufcrtpts. 

But in the Year 1478, Thomas Scot, alias Rotber- 
ham, being then Bifliop of Lincoln, and confidering 
the imperfed: State of this Foundation^ obtained a 
new Cnarter of King Edward the IVth, by Virtue 
whereof, he added five other Fellowfhips to the 
feven before founded, annexed to the College the 
Re&ories of Long Combe in Oxford/hire, and Ttryfard 
in Buckingbamfohre, and gave them a Body orSta- 
tutes, in which he limits the Choice of the Fellows 
to the Diocefes of Lincoln and York, all except one 
whom he would have to be of the Diocefe of 
Wells. 

After this their fecond Foundation, they received 
confiderable Benefa&ions from fome eminent Per- 
fons, particularly William Smith, Bifliop of Lincoln^ 

who 
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who gave them the Manor of Senders in Chalgrove 
in the County of Oxford^ and the Manor of Ay left on 
in the Pariflr of Bijhbury in the County of Stafford : 
Edmund Audley, Biihop of Salisbury i from whofe 
Benefadtion they have the Manors of Petfo and 
Eckney in Buckinghamjhire : Edward Darby, Arch- 
deacon of Stow, from whom they have the Manor 
of Little Smeaton in Tork/bire. 

By a Compofition made in 1*37. between the 
faid Edward Darby, the Biihop or Lincoln- and the 
Society, three new Fcllowfliips were eftabliffied, 
in lieu of three Fellowfhips of the Founders, which 
for w ant of a fufficient Frovilion for their Sufte* 
nance, had been kept vacant j two of which were 
to be filled by the Society out of the Archdeacon- 
ries of Stow, Leiceficr or Northampton ; the third by 
the Bifhop of Lincoln, out of the Archdeaconry of 

Oxford. 

But the greateft Benefa&or to this College was 
the Right Honourable Nathaniel Lord Crcwe ? late 
Bifhop of Durham, who making a Vifit here in the 
Year 1 717, after contributing liberally to the Build- 
ings which were then carrying on at Cbrlft-Church, 
§^cen 9 s, Worcefter and All- Sou Is Colleges, and to the 
finilhing of All-Saints Church, fettled by way of a 
Rent Charge free from all Deductions whatsoever, 
ifluing out of his Manors in Northumberland znd Dur- 
ham, twelve Exhibitions of 10 /. per Annum each, 
for Commoners of this College, whom he would 
have to be the Sons of Gentlemen ; and made a 
confiderable Augmentation to the Annual Stipends 
of the Re&pr, Fellows, Scholars, Bible Clerk, and 
the Chaplains of the four appropriated Churches* 
And what much enhanced tne Merit of his Bene* 
licence was, that his Benefa&ion took Place im- 
mediately; and they all received their refpe&ive 
Shares of it half yearly, for feveral Years, while 
their great Benefactor was ftill living. 

The Buildings of this College have been ere&ed 
* at different Times by different rerfons. The Front 
cr Weft Side of the outer Quadrangle was built with 

the 
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the Money left by Richard Flemming the firfl: Fourt-- 
der, together with Money of William Fynderne, E(b; 
abovemeritioned. John Forejl Dean of Wells built 
the old Library and Chapel in the Piace where St. 
Mildrpd's Church had lately flood ; which together 
with the Chambers under them make the North 
Side of that Quadrangle. He built alfo the Hall, 
which is on the iiaftSioe of it; like wife the Kitchen 
and the Buttery. 

v A little before the Time of the fecond Founda- 
tion, Thomas Beckmgtov, Bifliop of Bath and Wells , 
left a confiderable Sum of Money to this College, 
with which his three Executors, Richard Swan (who 
Was alfo himfelf a Beiiefa&or) Hugh Sugar, and John 
Pope, eH&ed anhandfome Apartment for the Rec- 
tor at the South Eaft Corner of the Quadrangle. 
Upon feveral Parts of which Building is a Device 
cut in Stone, reprefenting a Beacon and Tun, allu- 
ding to the faid Benefactor's Name of Bokyntun. 

After which, Thomas de Rotherham compleated 
the Quadrangle by building up the Remainder of 
the South Side of it ; on the Wall of -which are his 
Arms curioufly carved in Stone in feveral Places.* 

The Weft Side of the inner Quadrangle' was 
built by another Thomas Rotherham, iuppofed to 1 be 
^ Relation of the former. It is faid that being Bur- 
far of the College fdmetime in the Beginning of 
the laft Century, he went off to Ireland with lome 
of the College Money ; but that his Circumftances 
mending afterwards, he repaid the fame, and be- 
came a Benefa,£tor. 

The oppofite Side was built by' Contributions, 
from Bifliop Williams, Sir Roger Manwood, Knight, 
and others. 

Before the /aid Bifliop Williams built them their 
prefent Chapel, which maketh up the South Side 
of this Quadrangle, the Society made ufe of the 
old Chapel, which is now their Library, conftant- 
ly for Divine Worfhip, except on Sundays and Ho- 
lidays^ on which they reforted to AlUSaints Church. 
But in 163 1 : , the new Chanel being then confe- 

crated, 
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crated, the faid Bifhop difpenfed with their going 
to that Church, except only on All-Saints Day, 
when they go thither in Proceffion in their Sur- 
plices and proper Habits, as they do alfo to St* 
Michaels Church on Michaelmas Day. 

While their old Chapel remained, the Chamber 
at the Weft End of it was their Library. But both 
thefe Rooms were altered in i66z ; the Chapel 
was made a Library, and that which was before 
their Library was made a* Fellow's Apartment. 
All this was done at the Expence of John Lord 
Crewe, Baron of Steane : In confideration whereof 
the Society ordered, that his Son, the Hon. Na- 
thaniel Crewe, at that Time Fellow, ftiould enjoy 
the faid Apartment for his Life : Which Order of 
theirs, their Succeflbrs fo far complied with, that 
though from the Time he was chofe Re&or, which 
was in 1668, he caufed the Income of that Cham- 
ber to be added annually to the College Stock, yet 
he continued to have the Property of ic till his 
Death. 

Without tlie College, over-againft the Gate, is a 
Garden belonging to the Fellows ; whicb was 
planted and walled about, chiefly at the Expence 
of Dr. FH%herbert Adams , Re&or of the College, 
in 1 686. There were two Mulberry-Trees then 
planted, which are ftill ftanding : They are remar- 
kably large, and are faid to bear excellent Fruit. 

From this Place Strangers are diredted to look 
up to a Grotefque Figure at the North Weft Cor- 
ner of the College, which they call improperly 
the Devil looking over Lincoln. 

The* Members of this College are ufually be- 
tween Fifty and Sixty. 

The Bifhop of Lincoln is the Vifitor. 
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JESUS College. 

TH E Front of this College is newly beautifi- 
ed and improved, by a very handfome Rufiic 
Gateway and other Additions. 

In the firft Court, the Chapel on the North Side, 
and Hall on the Weft, are neat well-proportioned 
Rooms, the latter having within thefe tew Years 
been much improved by ,the Addition of a Cieling 
and other Ornaments done by Mr. Roberts. 

The inner Court has three. Sides uniformly and 
neatly built (the Hall before mentioned making 
the fourth Side of this Quadrangle) and on the 
Weft Side of it over the Common Room, &c. is 
a fpacious well furnifhed Library. 

in the Principal's Lodgings is a fine Pidture of 
King Charles I. at full Length, by Vandyke, and in 
the Library a half Length of King Charles II. and 
ibme Original Pieces of Dr. Hugh Price, Dr. Man- 
fell, Sir Leoline Jenkins, &c. Benefa&ors to the 
"College. 

This College was founded by Queen Elizabeth, 
by Charter bearing Date the 27th of June- 1571, 
in the 13th Year . of her Reign, for a Principal, 
eight Fellows, and eight Scholars. The Queen 
at the Requeft of Hugh Price, LL. D. a Native 
of Brecknock, and Treasurer of the Church of St. 
David's, granted her Royal Charter of Foundation, 
and a certain Religious Houle or Cell called White* 
ball, (which before the Diflblution of Monaftries 
belonging to the Priory of St. Fridefwide) for the 
Scite of the College, together with fuch Timber 
and other Materials as fliould be wanting for the 
building of the College, out of her Majefty's Fo- 
refts of Shotover and Stow* with Licence to the Col- 
lege to receive and hold any Lands, Tenements. 
<&c. not exceeding the Sum of one hundred and 
Cxty Pounds yearly Value. 

The 
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The firft Endowment of this College was ky 
Dr. Hugh Price, aforefaid, who by Deed bearing 
Date the laft Day of the faid Month of June, 1571, 
convey'd to the College by the Stile and Title of 
The Principal^ Fellows and Scholars of Jefus College., 
within the Ctty and Univerjity of Oxford, of Queen 
Elizabeth's Foundation, certain Lands, Mefliiages 
and Tenements in the County of Brecknock, of 
the Value of about *<fo /• per Annum, for the Main- 
tenance and Support of a Principal, eight Fal- 
lows, and eight Scholars, being the Number li- 
mited in the Original Charter of Foundation ; 
though by Charters fince granted at different 
Times, and the Munificence of fubfequent Bene- 
factors, the Number of Fellows and Scholars is 
now more than doubled. 

The Building was begun and carried on at the 
Expence of Dr. Hugh Price, who did not live to 
fee any more of it finifhed than the Eaft Side of 
the Quadrangle fronting Exeter College, and about 
half the South Side of the faid Quadrangle. The 
reft of this South Side, Weftwards, and the Weft 
. Side comprehending the Hall, Buttery, and Kitch- 
en,, and the Rooms over the two latter (which 
'till the Buildings that enclofe and form the new 
Quadrangle were eredted, ferved for the College 
Library) together with the North Side, which in* 
eludes tne Chapel, and Principal's Lodging being 
afterwards built by Principal Powel and Sir Eubule 
Thelwall, partly with the Money bequeathed by Dr. 
Hugh Price, afbrefaid, (who by his laft Will left 
700/. to the College) and partly with the Contri- 
butions of other Benefa&ors, and ample Additions 
of their own. 

The principal Bcnefa&ors after Dr. Huzh Price, 
who may in fome Meafure be called the Founder 
of this originally little Society, were, 

1. Sir Eubule Thelwall, Knt. Matter of the Ali- 
enation Office, one of the Mafters in Chancery, 
and Principal of this College ; who befides his 
Contributions towards the Buildings carried on 
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under his Direction and Care, procured a new 
Charter from King James I. extending their Li- 
cence in Mortmain to 600 /. per Annum^ and in- 
creating the Number of Fellows and Scholars from 
eight to fixteen,. and by Powers granted in this 
Charter to him and other Commiflioners, com- 
piled and eftablifhed an excellent Body of Sta- 
tutes for the Regulation and good Government of 
the College, 

a. Francis Manfett^ (third Son of Sir Francis Man- 
feBy of Muddlefcomie in the County of Glamorgan y 
Bart.) D.D. and Treafurer of the Church of Llan- 
daffe r thrice Principal of Jefus College; to whofe 
Munificence and more than Pajernal Affe&ion, 
and Ajjiduity in folliciting Benefa&ions, fupported 
by the moft amiable Qualities, and by his well 
known Character of Integrity, Piety, and Zeal for 
the Service of Religion and Promotion of Learn- 
ing and good Manners, and happily affifted by that 
Influence which his Birth and Alliances gave him, 
the College owes almoft all the confiderable Bene- 
factions it has fince received. 

For no fooncr was he ele&ed Principal, than 
he fet hirnfelf to confider of the moft probable 
Means of promoting the Intereft and Welfare of 
this College, then almoft in its Infancy and in a very 
low Condition j and judging no Method fo likely 
to fupport and advance it, as that of placing a 
Perfon at the Head of it who by his Wealth, Re- 
putation, and Intereft was capable of fuccouring 
it in that diftrefled Condition, (the Eftates con- 
veyed by Dr. Hugh Price for the Original Endow- 
ment having been ravilhed from it) he foon after 
refign'd his Headfhip to make Room for Sir Eubule 
Thel-wall who fucceeded him, and returnM to his 
Fellowflrip at All-Souls College, before his Year of 
Grace there was expired. 

Abou: ten Years after, upon the Death of Sir 
Eu&ule ThelwaU^ (who. during his Government of 
the College, fully aniwered the Expe&ations con- 
ceived of him, as is above related) Dr. ManfeB 

was

was again unanimoufly eledted Principal, and from 
that Time made it the whole Bufinefs of his Life 
to improve and adorn this College by his own 
bright Example (a lively Pattern of- all manly and 
focial Virtues) and by his unwearied Solicitations 
(in which he met with furprizing Succefs) to ad- 
vance and enlarge it both in its Endowments and 
Buildings, to both which he contributed very large- 
ly himtelf both in his Life-time and at his Death. 
For he purchafed moft of the Ground which now 
makes the inner Court of the College, and finifhed 
about half of the North and South Sides of that 
Court, which he joinM in the Form of two Wings 
to the Weft Side of the Hall, &c. which his Pre- 
deceflbr had finiflied, and would have completed 
the whole Square, with the Affiftance of his Friends 
and other well-difpofed Perfbns who had engaged 
to aflift in it, if the impending Storms which after- 
wards overwhelmed both Church and State, had 
not at that Time put a Stop to his great Defigns ; 
fo that the whole was not completed in the Form 
in which it now appears till the Beginning of this 
Century. 

Being afterwards ejected by the Parliament Com- 
miflibners in 1648 with his whole Society, (except 
-one Fellow and one Scholar who condefcended to 
comply with the Terms impofed) and even the 
College Servants who out of a principle of Loyalty 
and Honour ? or at leaft out of Relpedt and Affec- 
tion for their former Matters, all ihared the feme 
Fate ; he notwithstanding continued with the fame 
Zeal to promote the Intereft of his College, -pro- 
curing (everal Benefa&ions thereto even enuring 
this Ufurpation ; 'till being, in confequence of the 
happy Reftoration of the Royal Family andGovern- 
ment, reftored to his juft Right and reinftated in 
his Headftiip, he within lefs than a Year after re- 
fign'd to open the Way for a Succeflbr, who flibuld 
compleat what he had long fince begun, and 'rill 
interrupted by the Publick Troubles, fo happily 
carried on ; and afterwards to the Time of his 
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Death refided as a Commoner in the College, over 
which he had for many Years fo whorthily pre- 
fided, (being firft eledted Principal in the Yea^ 
i6zo) and by Will left his whole Eftate to the* 
College j an Example of Generofity and publick 
Spirit hardly to be parallel^, but furely never to 
be forgotten ! 

3. Upon this Refignation, Dr. Jenkins was elect- 
ed Principal (afterwards Sir Leoline Jenkins, Knt. 
Judge of the Admiralty and Prerogative Courts > . 
and Secretary of State to King Charles II. and King 
James II. befides other High Offices and Employ- 
ments which he filled with Reputation and Dignity, 
and executed with the greateft Integrity) a Perfon 
mod happily fitted to reftore the fliatter'd Confti- 
tution of the College to its former Vigour, which 
in the late Times or Confufion had greatly lufFered 
both in its Difcipline and Revenues. This Gentle- 
man, befides the eminent Services he did the Col- 
lege in his Life-time by recovering the Revenues 
orit and reforming the Abufes that had crept into 
it during the Intrufion, by his vigilant and prudent 
Government and his great Reputation, at his 
Death bequeathed his whole Eftate to the College 
afterpayment of fome Legacies, and a feiw An- 
nuities to fome of his neareft Relations and De- 
pendants, determinable upon their Deaths refpec- 
tively. 

Tne other Benefactors to this College were, 
Dr. Griffith Uoyd r Principal ; Herbert Wefiphaling y 
D. D. and Btfhop of Hereford j Henry Rowlands 
D. D. and Bifliop of Bangor ; Mr. Owen Wood y 
Dean of Armagh \ the Rev. Mr. Thomas Reddricke ^ 
Griffith^ Fowel, LL. D. and Principal; Mrs. Mary 
Rotinfon of Monmouth ; Richard Parry, D. D. ana 
Bifhop of St. Afaph : the Rev. Mr. WilliamVrichardi 
Sir Thomas Canon, &nt, Oliver Lloyd, LL. D. ana 
Chancellor of Hereford ; Sir Thomas Wynne \ Knt., 
Stephen Rodway, Efqi Sir John Walter^ Knt. Rich- 
ard Budde, Efq; Serjeant 6w», Mr. William Tho- 
mas 1 King Charles I. of ever blefled Memory, (who 
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founded one Fellowfliip in this College, and two 
more in the Colleges of Exeter and Pembroke, for 
his Loyal Subjects the Natives of the Iflands of 
Jerfey and Guernfey,) David Parry, Efij; Mr. Wil- 
liam Roifon, Dr. Thomas Gwynne, Precentor of Sa- 
r*m and Chancellor of Llanaaffe : William Backhoufe 
of Swallowfield, in the County of Berks* Ef<j; John 
Lloyd, D. D. Bifliop of St. David's ana Principal ; 
Jonathan Edwards, D. D. and Principal ; Edmund 
Meyrick, A. M. and Treafurer of St. David's and 
Curre, Efq; who moft of them fettled Lands 
upon the College, or gave Money to be laid out in 
the Purchafe of Lands for the Endowment of it : 
For the Particulars of which we refer to Mr. Antony 
Wood's Hf/?. and Antiq. Universalis. Qxovl, as like- 
wife for a Lift of Principals, Bifhops, and Writers 
of this Colleger—But befides thefe there were a 
very great Number of worthy Benefactors, who, 
before the College could fubfift upon its own fettled 
.Revenue, (at the Inftance of Dr. Man fell and other 
Friends and Favourers of the Defign) contributed 
largely by annual Subfcriptions to the Support of 
the Fellows and Scholars, and to the Advancement 
of the Buildings then carrying on, whofe Names 
and Benefactions are gratefully recorded in the 
College Books and Regifters. 

As there were two Fellowfliips and two Schp- 
larfliips founded in Confequence of Sir Leoline Jen- 
kins 9 * WilK (cme of which Fellow (hips he direded 
to be caliea die Fellowlhip of King Charles II. and 
the other the Fellowfliip of King James II. in grate- 
ful Remembrance of the Favours he had received 
under thofe two Princes, which enabled him under 
God to become a Benefa&or to his College and 
Country ;) and one other Fellowfliip in purfuance 
of a Decree in Chancery, directing the Application 
of the Remainder of his Perfonal Eftate ; the So- 
ciety now confifts of a Principal, 19 Fellows and 
18 Scholars, befides a confiderable Number of Ex- 
hibitioners. 
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The chief Curiofities in this College, befides 
thofe already mentioned, are, i. a molt magni^- 
cent Piece of Plate, the Gift of the late Sir Watk'th 
Williams Wynm Bart, for the Ufeof the Fellows 
Common Room. And 2. the Statutes of the Col- 
lege written upon Vellum, in the moft exquifite 
Manner, by the Reverend Mr. Parry of Shiffton up- 
on Stour^ formerly Fellow of this College. 

The Vifitor is the Earl of Pembroke. 



EXETER College. 

• 

Hp HIS College is fituated within the TWGate, 
JL the Front whereof is aio Feet long, in the 
Center of which is a magnificent Gate and Tower 
over it. The Composition of each . Front {viz. 
that towards the Street and that towards the Qua- 
drangle) 1 is a Rujfic Bafement which forms the Gate- 
way ; a Plinth whereupon are placed four Pilafters 
of the Ionic Order, fupporting a femicircular Pedi- 
mentj in the Area of which are the Founder's Arms 
on a genteel Shield adorned with Feftoons ; finifli- 
ing with a Balujlrade above all : This, with the 
beautiful arched Roof of the Gateway, is juftly 
efteemed an elegant Piece of Workmanihip. The 
Building within chiefly confifts of a large Quadrant 
gle, formed by the Hall, the Chapel, theRe&or's 
Lodgings, and the Chambers of the Fellows and 
Scholars, and is regular and uniform. 

The Gardens are neatly difpos'd, and, tho* with- 
in the Town, have an airy and pleafant Opening 
to the Eaft. 

The Library is well furniflied with Books in the 
fev era 1 Arts and Sciences ; and a very valuable 
Colledtion of the Claflkks given by Edward Rich* 
ards 9 Efq; 

Sir 
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Sir John Acland built the Hall in 1618, and Dr. 
HakewilL firft Fellow and afterwards Redtor, found- 
ed the Chapel in the Year i6%±. 

The Bachelors of Arts and Pupils of this College 
perform their Determinations, &c. in the Houfe be- 
fore they enter upon them in the public Schools. 

Walter Stapledon, Bifhop of Exeter, Lord Trea- 
furer of England, and Secretary of State to King 
Edward II. 1316, obtained a Charter for founding 
a College where Hertford College now ftands j but 
wanting Room for the Buildings he defigned, he 
removed his Scholars to the prefent Houfe, and 
gave it the Name of Stafiledou-RalL after his own 
Name. He founded a Society confifting of Thir- 
teen, i. e. a Redtor and twelve Fellows : one of 
whom, the Chaplain, to be appointed by wie Dean 
and Chapter of Exeter ; eight to be ele&ed out of 
the Archdeaconries of Exeter, Tbtwfs and Barn- 
fiaple in Devon/hire, and four out of the Archdea- 
conry of Cornwall. 

Among the fubfequent Benefactors was Edmund 
Stafford, Bifhop of Exeter, who obtained leave to 
alter the Name of this Houfe ; and fettled two Fel- 
lowfhips for the Diocefe of Sarum. Sir William 
Petre in Queen Elizabeth's Time obtained a new 
Charter and Starutes, founded eight Fellowlhips 
for fuch Counties wherever he then had, or his 
Heirs at any Time after fhould have Eftates j which 
by this Time comprehends moft of the Counties in 
England. King Charles I. added one Fellowfliip 
for the Iflands of Jerfcy and Guemfey. And by Mrs. 
Sbiers's Benefadhon, as completed and fettled by 
Dr. Hugh Shortridge, two otner Fellowfhips were 
added, confin'd to the Countries of Hertford and 
Surry ; befides confiderable Augmentations to the 
Revenues of the College and Society. 

The prefent Members are a Re&or, a? Fellows, 
one Scholar, who is Bible Clerk, two Exhibitioners: 
The whole Number of Members about an hundred • 

The Vifitor the Biftiop of Exeter. 
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TRINITr College. 

WITHOUT the City, oppcfite the W r 
ftands Trinity College, the Front whereof 
is formed by the South Side of the Chapel, and the 
Tower; under which we enter the firlt Court* 
This Court is fmall ; the South Side is taken up by 
the Chapel • the Eaft by the Prefident's Lodging's 
and the College Library ; the Weft Side by the 
Hall and Common Room ; and the North by the 
Chambers of the Fellows, &c. 

The fecond Court is much larger than the firft, 
elegantly built of hewn Stone, and fafh'd after the 
modern Way, confifting of three Sides to the 
North, Weft and South ; but on the Eaft Side it 
iies open to the Garden, from which it is feparated 
by an Iron Gate and Palifade. This Court may 
be efteemed one of the Beauties of Oxford^ not on- 
ly on acccunt of its Buildings, but as it opens in- 
to one of the moft delightful and fpacious Gardens 
in Town- It (hould be remembered that this Court 
was one of the firft Specimens of modern Architect 
ture in the Univerfity, and was planned by Sir 
Chrijiopher Wren. 

The Chapel here is exquifitely finiflied ; its Screen 
and Altar- Piece are of Cedar curioufly work'd, and 
the latter is embelliflied with Carvings of that emi- 
nent Artift Mr. Guibbons ; the Floor is laid with 
black and white Marble ; the Cieling adorned with 
admirable Stucco of a very high Relief, in the Mid- 
dle of which is an Afcenjion finely painted ; and that 
which appears to be the Frame round this Pidture 
is a curious Deceptio Vifus^ or Deception of the 
Sight ; for it does not really project, but is on a 
Level with the reft of the Cieling. In a Word, 
this Chapel is a Pattern of Elegance joined.with 
Simplicity. 
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The Hall is a handfome Gothhk Room, adorn- 
ed with the Pi&ures of their Founder and Be- 
lief a 6tors. 

The Library was the firft Public One in the Uni- 
yerfity while it was called Durham College* In it is 
a curious Manufcript, well prefer vedj of Euclid 
fuppofed to be 600 Years old, which was tranflated 
from the Arabick into Latin before the Original 
Greek was found. 

The Gardens of this College are large and well 
laid out, containing about four Acres of Ground. 
The larger Divifion, which we enter from the grand 
Court, confifts of fine Gravel- Walks and Grafs- 
Plots, adorned with Evergreens, with which the 
Walls likewife are entirely covered* At the lower 
End of the Center Walk is a beautiful Iron Gate, 
fupported by two very elegant Piers. This Gate 
affords thofe who pals to and from the Parks an 
agreeahle Profpedt of the Garden and College. 
It is remarkable that when the Workmen were faw- 
uig the Stones, in order to build the Piers, in the 
Heart of a large Block was found a Toad alive, 
which had undoubtedly been there a confiderable 
Time. But this is a Point to be difcufs'd by Natu- 
ralifts ; to whom .we leave it. The leffer Divifion 
on the South has been lately laid-open to the reft, 
planted withr flowering Shrubs, and tne whtile much 
improved. 

As to the Foundation of this Houfe, it appears 
that Durham College, a Seminary in Oxford for 
the Education of the Monks of the Cathedral of 
Durham^ wasdiflblved (with other religious Houfes) 
in the Reign of Henry VIII. Not many Years after- 
wards, viz. in the Keign of Queen Mary, Sir Tbo. 
Pope, Kt. of Titthenhanger in Hertford/hire, obtained 
a Charter, dated March 8, iff 4.. to found a Col- 
lege, dedicated to the Holy Trinity, on the Scite 
of this diffolv'd Monaftery ; which he endow'd 
with a fuitable Revenue for the Maintenance of a 
Prefident, and twelve Fellows., which are deftined 
to the Studies of Philofophy and Divinity j as alfo, 
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for the Maintenance of eight Scholars to be edu- 
cated in the Studies of Logic, Rhetoric, and the 
more polite Arts, which are ordered to be chofen 
(after due Trial; out of thofe Manors which were 
in the Pofleffion of the Founder at the Time of his 
ere&ing this College ; but if none appeared from 
the aforefaid Manors on the Day of Eledtion, viz. 
Trinity Monday* the Prefident and Fellows are di- 
redted to fupply the Vacancies from any other Part 
of England. It is ordered likewife that no more 
than two Natives of the lame County ftiould be 
Fellows of this College at the fame Time ; Oxford- 
Jhire excepted, of which there may be Five. The 
Founder afterwards granted other Lands for the 
Maintenance and Education of four other Scholars 
on the Footing of the former Eight; that the 
Number of the Scholars might correfrond (as him- 
felf exprefles it in his Statutes) to that of the 
Fellows. 

The principal Penafa&or to this College was 
Dr. Batburfi^ formerly Prefident. who expended 



ed the North and Weft Sides of their new Court. 

The prefent Members of this Society are a Pre- 
fident, twelve Fellows and twelve Scholars above- 
mentioned. Here are likewife about three Exhibi- 
tions : the moft confiderable of which is that given 
by Mr. Tylney of Hants. The whole Number of 
Students of all Sorts is about Eighty. 

The Vifitor is the Biihop of Wtnthefter.

TDALLIO L College is fituated without the 
North Gate, a little to the Weftward of tHr % \ 
nity y andconfifts chiefly of one Court, which 
enter by a handfome Gate with a Tower over it* * 
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The Buildings about this Court are ancient, ex- 
cept the Eaft End, which is well finiflied with 
Scone and faihed after the modern Way j and the 
reft of the College is intended tp be oude equal 
to it. 

The Chapel .ftands at the Jfortb-Eaft Angle of 
the great Court. ~ The H&1 is at the Welt End 
jof toe ftpje Cpurt. The Matter's Lodgings is ja 
convenient Aparp^nt, andhasfome good Hi cms 
j in it, -particularly a jfpacious Hall, having a large 
_well-pr$ferved apcient Window to the Eslt ; and 
fjiefr Library is jwelMurnilked with a large CoL- 
Je&ipn of uftfvl BoQks, and i»any ancient Ma- 
nuscripts. 

Over the Gate of the College are the Arms of 
the Pf /ljol FajftUy. 

And pn the «wtfide, ovierTagajnft the Mailer's 
Lodgings, is f Stone plaged Edge-ways, in Memo- 
ry of thofe learned and pious Prelates, Archbifliop 
Cr^rnner^ Bifliop jR/W/<y, and Bifhop hfitmtr^ who 
were bur$t at that Place for their Adherence to 
the Reformation* 

Sir Job* BaUlol % of Bernard Caftlc in Torltjlxrr.^ 
Father of *f$b* Pailiol, King of Scotland^ is fa id 
to have firft deftgned the Foundation of this Col- 
lege for the Education of poor Schplars, on whom 
he fettled yearly jExhibitions till he could provide 
them an Houfe; and dying before he .purchafed 
one, he recommended the Defign to his Widow 
and Relid Dervorguilla^ Daughter of Alexander III. 
King of Scotland^ who firft fettled thefe Exhibitichs 
on a Houfe fhe hired of the Univerfity in Horfe- 
monger-Street, and in i%6% fhe purchafed of Thomas 
D y Ewe, a Tenement for her Scholars of Ba//iol y 
and conveyed it, with three Acres of Land, to the 
Mafter and Scholars of this Houfe for ever J or tlieir 
Habitation, having obtained a Royal Charter for 
that Purpofe. She afterwards added feveral new 
Buildings to it, and fettled other Lands for the 
jMaintenance of the Scholars, dedicated her Foun- 
dation to the Honour of the Holy Trinity, the 
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-Blefled Virgin, and St. Katherine the Martyr: which 
Benefactions were afterwards ratified by her Son 
John Balliol, King of Scot/and, and Oliver Bifhop 
of Lincoln ^ in whofe Diocefe Oxford then was. The 
Value of the Lands and Revenues t belonging to 
this College, did not exceed 17 /. 9 s. 4 d. per Ann. 
at that Time ; but their Revenues were foon after 
greatly enlarged by the Benefa&ions of others, par- 
ticularly Sir Philip Somerville, a Gentleman in Staf- 
ford/hire^ granted to this College the Impropriation 
of the Parifh of Mickle-Benton in the County of Nor- 
thumberland, with other Lands : and Dr. John War- 
ner ? Bifliop of Rochefier^ founded four Scotifh Exhi- 
bitions, endowing them with a Revenue of ao /. per 
Annum each. 

John Snell, Efq; gave the Manor of XJffion in 
Warwick/hire for the life of Scots Exhibitioners. 

The Paintings on the Windows in f he Chapel are 
deemed curious. 

The Members of this Society are at prefent a 
Matter, twelve Fellows, fourteen Scholars and 
eighteen Exhibitioners ; the whole Number of Stu- 
dents of alfSortfc amounting to about 100. 

The Matter and Fellows ele& their Vifitor. 

Their late Vifitor was the Rev. Sir John Do/ien, 
Bart, who refigned in i75ry. and recommended the 
Rev. Sir William Bunbury^ Bart, as his Succeflbr, 
who was accordingly elected.

IS fituated North of BallieL having a Ter- 
ras, with a Row of tall Elms before it. 
The Buildings of this College chiefly confift of 
two large Quadrangles. We enter the firft by a 
handfome old Gateway with a Tower over it. It 
is formed by the Hall and Chapel on the North, 
the Prefident's Lodgings on the Eaft, and the 

Cham- 
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Chambers of the Fellows, Scholars, and other Stu- 
dents on the South and Weft Sides, The Hall is 
efteemed one of the moft elegant in the Univerfity ; 
being well-proportioned, handfomely wainfcotted 
and floored, and having a beautiful arch'd Roof, a 
Screen of Portland Stone, and a grand variegated 
Marble Chimney-Piece, containing a Pi&ure of 
St. John the Baptift, by Titian. It is likewife a- 
dorned with many other Pictures ; viz 9 at the up- 
per End, by a whole-length Portrait of the Foun- 
der j on his Right Hand one of Archbifhop Laud 9 
and on his Left one of Archbifhop Juxon. On the 
North and South Sides of the Room are thofe of 
Bifliop Mev 7 Biftiop Bwckri^ge^ Sir William Vaddy^ 
Knight, ana other eminent Men who have been 
Members of, and Benefa&ors to, this Society. 

North of the Hall is an excellent Common Room ; 
being handfomely wainfcotted. having a Chimney- 
Piece of Dove-colourM Marble, and a Cieling cu- 
rioufly adorned with Compartments and Shell-work 
in Stucco x by Mr. Roberts. 

The Chapel, which is adjoining to the Hall, is 
in all Refpe&s neat and commodious. It is divi- 
ded from the Ante-Chapel by a well-built Screen 
of Wainfcot in the Corinthian Order, regularly 
feated, paved with black and white Marble, adorn- 
ed with handfome Brafs Sconces, and two very 
beautiful Branches. The Altar is likewife of the 
Corinthian Order, and very properly adapted. Over 
the Communion Table is a fine Piece of Tapeftry, 
reprefenting our Saviour with the two Difciples at 
Emmaus, copied from a Painting of Titian. On 
the North Side, in a Recefs, is an Organ; and 
in this Chapel is performed Cathedral Service twice 
a Day. We muft not omit obferving, that here, 
and in the Veftry adjoining, are feveral curious 
Monuments. 

Through a Paffage on the Eaft Side of the firft 
.Quadrangle we enter the fecond ; on the Eaft and 
'Weft Sides whereof are handfome Piazzas in the 
Grecian Tafte, each Column confifting of one fin- 

H a gle 
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gle bluifh kind of Stone, dug, as we apprehend, 
upon a Part of the College Eftate near Fyfield in 
Rsrkjbire. In the Center of each Piazza is a mag- 
nificent Gateway, confifting principally of two Or- 
ders, i. The Doric ^ which forms the Gateway it- 
felf, agreeable to that of the Piazzas, a. The 
Ionic ) which fupports a Semicircular Pediment. 
Between four of tnefe Columns, viz. two on each 
Side, in a Niche, is a Brafs Statue ; that on the 
Eaft of King Charles I. and that on the Weft of 
his Qupen. That neither of the Greek Orders 
might be wanting, the $d, viz. The Corinthian , is 
very artfully introduced in the ConftrudHon of the 
Niche. The whole is richly erribelliflied, and 
is the Defign of that celebrated Architect Intga 
Jones. 

' The Library, Which includes the upper Story of 
the South and Eaft Sides, is inferior to few in this 1 
Place tho' not of fo taodern a Fafhion as fome. 
The nrft Side is well ftored wirh printed Books in 
all Faculties, regularly difpofed and has been ex- 
adtaly catalogu'd by the late worthy Prefidenr, who 
fpent a considerable Time in effecting it. The 
fecond with a rtioft valuable Collection of Manu- 
fcriprs. As the BoOk-Cafes of the latter adhere to 
the Sides, and are not ranged in Stalls as thofe in 
the former are, it forms a beautiful and fpadouS 
Gallery. Here like wife are fome valuable Curio* 
fities. particularly the famous Picture of King 
Charles I. which has the whole Book of Pfalms 
written ift the Lines of the Face and the Hair of 
the Head, 

The Gardens belofcgirtg to this College are ex- 
tremely agreeable, vety extetifive, and well laid 
out. They ftil! retail the Names they formerly 
had, when they had BiOthittg to boaft of but a Plan- 
tation of tall Elms, viz. the outer and inner Grove. 
But how the outer one is difpos'd in? regular Walks 
and Grafs-Plots, the Walls thereof cohered with 
Evergreens and neatly ct*f % and finely ftiaded hty 
Trees ef varMtit Kinds, the middle Walk by 

a Row 
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a Row of Lime-Trees on each Side cut arch-wife, 
a Row of cut Elms by the Side- Walks, and au 
each End and acrofs the middle two Groups of 
.beautiful Chefnut-Trees. The inner Grove is of 
quite a different Oft to this, being fo contrived 
as not top latiate the Eye at once, but its vari- 
cus Parts prefent themielves gradually to view. 
No Spot whatever is calculated to yield a more 
pleafing Variety j for, except Water, it has all that 
could be wifhed. 

This College was founded by Sir Thomas White^ 
Alderman and Merchant-Taylor of London^ Anno 
15*55:, (1 and 2 Philip and Mary ±) and afterwards 
re-founded by him, Anno 1557. He endowed it 
with feveral confiderable Manors, and at his Death 
bequeathed the Sum of 3000 /. to purchafe Lands 
to increafe the Revenues of it. He originally de- 
figned Merchant-Taylors Sch( ol in London for the 
chief Seminary of th s College ; but being of a 
.more public Spirit than to confine himfelf to any 
one Place, he allowed two Fellowfhips to the City 
of Coventry, two to Brijlol, two alio to the Town 
of Heading, and one to Tunbridge. 

The moft confiderable Benefadtors fince, have 
been Sir William Paddy , who founded and endow- 
ed the Choir, and built that Side of the new Qua- 
drangle, of which the Library is a Part. ArcR- 
bittiQp Laud y who at the Expence of above 5000 /• 
(exclufive of 400/. for the Statues of the King and 
Queen, and 200 Ton of Timber which he obtain- 
ed by Warrent from Shotover Forefi and Stow W(?od) 
added the other three Sides. Archbifhop Juxon, 
who gave 7000 /. to this College ; Dr. Gibbons^ 
who bequeathed the perpetual Advowfon of the 
Living of Baynton in Torkfhire, and iooo/. to buy 
Books j Dr. Holmes, the late worthy PreQdent y 
with his Lady, who gave 15000/. to augment the 
Salaries of the Officers, and other Ufes ; and Dr. 
Rawlinfon, who bequeathed a confiderable Number 
of Books, and the Reverfion of an Eftate in Fee- 
Farm Rents.

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The pre'ent Members are a Prefident, fifty Fei- 
lows, two Chaplains, an Organift, five Singing-

ber of Students of all Sores being lufually abtut 
eighty.

W AD H AM College. 

TJ/^ A D HA M College is fituated without the 
City, in that Part of the Suburb called Holy- 
well. It confifts chiefly of one grand Quadrangle, 
and another very fmall Court within it. The Front 
of tjie College is almoft oppofite to Trinity Gardens, 
having a large Gate, with a Tower over it, by 
tvhich we encer the great Quadrangle, being near 
130 Feet either Way. 

The Chapel is a fpacious Edifice, at the North- 
Eaft Angle of the great Court, What is moft ad- 
mired here is a very large Window of painted Glafs, 
at the Eaft End, of tne Paffion of our Saviour, 
tvhereiii there are a great Variety of Figures admi- 
rably done. This was put up in the Reign of King 

2 l amcs h and is faid to have coft iyoo/- The Win- 
owson the Sides feem to be of the fame Work* 
manfliip ; but the ^reateft Curiofity in this Chapel 
is the painted Cloth, if it may be ib called, at the 
lower Part of the Altar. It is the only Work of 
its kind at ptefent in Oxford, but the Altar of Mag- 
dalsn College, before the new Wainfcotting of it, 
was done in the fame Manner. The Cloth itfelf, 
which is of an Afii-Colour, is the Medium j the 
Lines and Shades are done with a brown Crayon, 
and the Lights with a white one • which being af- 
terwards prtfled with hot Irons, caufing the Sweat 
of the Cloth to incorporate with the Colours, has 
£6 £*ed them, as to be rendered Proof againft a 
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Brufh, or any fuch Thing, made ufe of to cleanie 
it from Daft : It was performed by Jfaac Putter, 
who painted the Altar-Piece at Magdalen College, 
and is generally allowed to be malterly Drawing. 
The Ealt reprefents the Lord's Supper ; the North 
Abraham and Melchlfedeck ; and the South the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael gathering Manna r 

The Hall is fituated at the South-Eaft Angle 
of the great Court. The Library is a lofty fpa- 
cious Room over the Kitchen, well furnilhed with 
Books. 

The Chapel and the Library form two Wings 
in the Back or Eaft Front of the College. Be- 
tween thefe is a Cloifter ; and, over that, the 
Fellows Common Room ; which is a very hand- 
lome one, and has the Advantage of a beautiful 
Profpedt over the adjacent Fields to Heddivgton*- 
Hill. 

This College was defigned by Nicholas Wadkam, 
Efq^and founded, in purfuance of his Will, by 
Dorothy tVadham, his Widow, Anno 1613, who ap- 
pointed one Warden, 1? Fellows, 15- Scholars, two 
Chaplains, two Clerks, one Mancible, two Cooks, 
two Butlers, and a Porter ; the Warden to be a 
Native of Great Briton, but to quit the College on 
his Marriage, or Advancement to a Bifhoprie. 
The Fellows, after having compleated *8 Years 
from their Regency, to quit tneir Fellowlhips. 
The Scholars, out of whom the Fellows are to be 
chofen, to be taken three out cf Somerfetjhire, and 
three cut of EJJex ; the reft out of any County in 
Great Britain. 

The moft confiderable Benefadtor, fince the. *< 
Founder, was John Goodridge^ M v A. fqme time 
Fellow of this College, who gave all his Lands at 
Walthamjlowe in Bjfex, to this Society. Dr. Hoddy 
added ten Exhibitions, four for Students in Hebrew, 
aad fix for Greek, 10 /. a Year to each. Lord Wynd- 
ham looo/. 1500/. to increafe the Warden's Sala- 
ry, and 500/. to beautify and repair the Cc liege. 
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Biftiop TJfle, the late Warden, gave two Exhibi- 
tions of 10 /. per Ann. each. 

The prefent Members of this Socidifcare a War- 
den, 15 Fellows, 2 Chaplains, if Scholars, two 
C4erks, and 16 Exhibitioners ; the whole Number 
of Students being ufually about 110.

CORPUS-CHRISTI College. 

fORPUS-ChriJIi College is in St. John's Parifli, 
^ between Chrift-Church on the Weft, Mtrton Col- 
.lege on the Eaft, and Oriel College on the North j 
confifting of one Quadrangle, an elegant Pile of 
modern Buildings, in which are pleafant and com- 
modious Rooms (that look into Merton and Chrift- 
Church Meadows) and a Cloyfter adjoining ; alfo a 
neat Structure which looks Eaftward towards Mtr- 
ton College Grove, in which are fix Apartments 
appropriated to Gentlemen- Commoners, whofe 
Number the Founder has confined to Six, who 
are to be Sons of Noblemen, or other eminent 
Perfons. 

On the Eaft Side of the Quadrangle is the Hall, 
; which is 50 Feet long, and 15 broad, and of a pro- 
portionable Height. 

The Cylindrical Dial in the Quadrangle is fet a# 
Right Angles with the Horizon^ the common Sec- 
tions whereof, with the. Hour Circles, except the 
Meridian Circle (hat divides it by the Axis^ as alfo 
the EquinoBial^ are all Ellipfcs, and is a fine old 
•Piece of Gnomonicks. In the Library is a MS. ex- 
plaining every Part of its Conftrudtion. 

The Chapel, which is fituated at the South-Eaft 
Corner of the Quadrangle, is 70 Feet in Length, 
and 15 in Breadm. 

I ne 
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The Library is well furniflied with Books, par- 
ticularly a large Colledtion of Pamphlets from the 
Reformation to the Revolution, About 300 MSS* 
. An Engl'tjh Bible, fuppofed to be older than Wick- 
fijfe's. A Parchment Roll, containing the Pedi- 
gree of the Royal Family, and the feveral Branches 
of it, from King Alfred to Edward VI. with their 
Arms blazoned, figned by the Kings at Arms ; and 
feveral other CunoCties, particularly an ancient 
Mamifcript Hiftory of the Bible in French^ finely 
decorated with curious Paintings, given by General 
Oglethorpe, who was a Member of the College. 

They lhew here alfo the genuine Crofier of the 
Founder, a Piece of very curious Workmanfliip* 
little impaired by Time. 

This College was founded in the Year iyitf, by 
Dr. Richard Fox, a Native of Sopc/ley, near Gran- 
tham in LincolvflStre, who was fucceihvejy Bifhop of 
fhe Sees of Exeter, Bath and Welh, Durham and 
Winchefter, and was likewife Lord rrivy Seal to 
King Htnry VII. and Henry VIII. He firft intend- 
ed it only as a Seminary for the Monks of the Pri- 
ory, or Cathedral Church of St. Swithen at Win- 
ckefter, and obtained a Charter for that End : but 
altered his Mind by the Perfuafion of Hugh Oldham, 
Biihop of Exeter r who engaged to be a Benefa&Qr 
to the Houfe, on condition that he would convert 
it into a College for the Ufe of fecukr- Students, 
after the Manner of other Colleges in the Univer- 
fity : Whereupon Bifhop Fox caufed the firft Char- 
ter to be cancelled, and obtained another, where- 
by he was permitted to found a College for the 
Study of Divinity, Philofophy, and otber liberal 
Arts., The Charter of Foundation wa& dated at the 
Caffie of WoheJIy, on the Calends oiManb 

He afligned a Body of Statutes for the Govern- 
ifitfnt of this Society, whereby he appointed, thac 
the Fellows (hould be eledfced out of the Scho- 
lara, who are to be chofen from the Counties or 
Diocefe following, viz. two Surrey, three Hamp- 
Jhin, one Durham, two Bath and Wells* two Exe- 
ter, 
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ter, two County of Lincoln, two Gloucefierfloire, Ofie 
Wiltjhire, or (in Defed of a Candidate) the Dio- 
cefe of Sarum, one County of Bedford, two County 
of Kent, one County of Oxford, one Laruafhire. 

Among the Benefadtors was Hvgh Oldham, Chap- 
lain to Margaret Countefs of Riehmo?id, and after- 
wards Bifhop of Exeter, who gave tfooo Marks re- 
wards the Building of this College, befides feveral 
Eftates for the Endowment of it. 

William Froft gave Lands for the Maintenance 
of one Scholar. John Claymond, the firfl: Prefident 
of this College, gave Lands at feveral Villages near 
Oxford, and in Hampjhire, Berk/hire, and other Parts 
of the Kingdom. Robert Morwent, fecond Prefi- 
dent,, gave to the College Rew/ey Meadows near 
Oxford. And in 1706. Dr. Turner, when Prefidenr, 
gave, the New Buildings and his Colle&ion of 
Books. 

The prefent Members of this Society are a Pre- 
fidenr io Fellows, a Chaplains. 10 Scholars, and 
four Exhibitioners j the whole Number of Student? 
being above fixty.

TLfERTON College is fituated Eaft of Corpus* 
Chrijli, and confifts of three Courts. The 
largeft, or inner Court, is about 110 Feet long, 
and 100 broad. 

. The Chapel is at the Weft End of the firft Court, 
and is likewife the Parifli Church, viz. the Church of 
the Collegiate Parsflj, or the Collegiate PariJ/j Churchy 
of St. John Baptijl de Merton. It is one of the 
largeft and belt proportioned Gothic Structures in 
the Univerfity, 100 Feet in Length, and 30 in 
Brfcadch, and has .a very capacious Tower and Ante- 
' * Chapel. 
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Chapel. But large as it is at prefent, it has been 
•fometimes thought, from ii s whole Appearance, and 
"from the Form and Manner of the Arches * clofed 
tip in the Wall of the Well End, on each Hand of 
the great Window, and, as well in the infide as 
•from without, to have been built with a View to 
a farther Addition of a Nave and Side-ifles ; the 
prefent Building being no more than the Cnoir, 
and Crofs-ifle. Such a Defign was more eafy to 
be made than executed, and after all moft likely 
reached no f arthfer, than to the carrying on the 
Building, as far as it went, in the Cathedral 
Manner, 

In the Chapel are the Monuments of Sir Thomas 
Bodley r Sir Henry Savifc, Bifliop Earle^ and fome 
others. In the Ante-Chapel, befides the reft, by 
the North Door, is that of Mr. Anthony Wood^ the 
famous Antiquarian. And near the Entrance into 
the Chapel is a very neat though fmall one for the 
late Warden Dr. Wyntle and his Sifter. 

The Hall is between the firft and the injier 
Court ; and the Library in the fmall old Quadran- 
gle* South" of the Chapel, and is well furnUhed 
with ancient and modern Books and Manufcripts. 
1 The Gardens are very pleafant, having the Ad- 
vantage of a Profpedt of the adjacent Walks and 
Country from the South Terrafs. 

• This Society, confifting of a Warden and about 
the fame Number of Scholars or Fellows as at pre- 
fent, was firft placed at Maldon in Surry ^ (but with 
a Provifion for the Abode and Refidence of the 
chief Part of them here in Oxford) Anno 1x64, the 
48th Year of King Henry the Third, by Walter de 
Merton^ fometimes, and juft before, in this, and 
again at the Beginning of the fucceeding Reign, 
Lord Chancellor of England^ and then after Bifhop 
of Rockejler : The Inftrument of Endowment, with

the Statutes under the Broad Seal, the Founder^ 
the Bifliop of the Diocefe's, and that of his Chapter, 
being at this Time in the College Treafury, and 
deemed to be the firft Charter of the Kind in Eu~ 
rope. Not long after, viz. in the Year 1x67, he 
gave the Statutes in their prefent Form, transfer- 
rin g the whole Society from Maldon to St. John Bap- . 
tlfl's Street in Oxford^ a«d placing them in a Houfe 
or College he had built upon fome Ground he had 
purchafed there. The Statutes then given were 
iuperfeded for a &ort Time by an intermediate 
Charter with others in 1*70, but were replaced aad 
finally eftabliftied under the Broad Seal and his own 
Anno 1x74, * ad &e fecond of the Reign of King 
Edward the Firft. 

Such was the Original of this ancient Society, by 
thefe Charters, near Five Hundred Years ftnee, in- 
corporated, and endowed with almoft all the L*ads 
they at this Time poflfefs, and provided with the 
fame Statutes which without any Alteration or Ad-- 
dition they are now governed by* 

Thefe by the Recourfe had to them were of much 
Ufe to the After-Foundations both here and in 
Cambridge, and indeed to thofe likewife which have 
the Precedency *. And with fo much Prudence 
was this College founded, that King Edward the 
Firft {Pat. 9. E. 1. w. x8.) recommended it to Hugh 
de Baffliam Biihop of Ely, as a Model for his in- 
tended Munificence in Cambridge, according to 
which Peter-Houfe f, the firft College, was after- 
wards ere&ed in that Univerfity. And farther, it 
is faid of the Founder of Merton College, that tho* 

* Umverfity and Ballioh — Tfieir firft and earlieft Statutes (to be feen 
in Smith's Annals of Univerfiy College, and in Dr. Savage's Belliofergus) 
were of a latter Date and therefore capable of this Advantage : But fome 
of their fucceflive ones more plainly had it, and Sir Pbilib Somemyles in 
particular, befides the General Form, &c. are in many Places Word for 
Word the fame as thofe of this College. 

■f The Statutes of Merton College are alfo referred to for their Rule 
and Direction in the Statutes of Simon Montacute> Biihop of Eh, who 
about half a Century after compleated this Foundation. 
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in reality he was the Founder of only one. by Ex- 
ample he was the Founder of all the other Colleges f : 
by Example of a College as compleatly Endowed, 
Incorporated, and Eftabliflied from its firft Foun- 
dation as it is at prefent, or perhaps almoft any other 
even at this Day. 

The Poft-mafters in this Houfe are of a diftin<9: 
and different Foundation, which took Place about 
a hundred Years after the other*. JohnWilliot y 
S. T. P. who was Chancellor of Exeter^ and had 
been Fellow of this College, and Chancellor of 
the Univerfity, giving all his Real and moft of his 
Perfonal Eftate for the Support and Education of 
them. Mr. John Chamber, Canon of IVindfor, and 
Fellow of Eton, and once Fellow of this College, 
at his Deceale in 1604, made Provifion for two 
additional ones to be always fent at the Nomination 
and Appointment of the Provofts of King's and 
Eton Colleges from Eton School. The Number 
then became Fourteen : And their Revenues have 
been fince increafed by Thomas Jejfop, M. D. fome- 
time Fellow of the College, and other Benefactors. 
• Befides the Poft-mafters, there are now Four 
other Scholars of the Foundation of Mr. Henry Jack- 
fon, late ofthis College, which commenced in 17??. 

In the Eledtion of a Warden, the Fellows chufe 
three Perfons whom they prefent to their Vifitor, 
the Archbilhop of Canterbury, who appoints one 
of them. 

The prefent Members are a Warden, twenty- 
four Fellows, fourteen Poft-mafters, four Jackfon\ 
Scholars, two Chaplains, and two Clerks ; the 
whole Number of Students of all Sorts being about 
eighty.

flRIEL College is fituated between St. Mary 
^ Hall on the North, Corpus Cbrijli College on 
the South, and Cbrifi church on the Weft: the En- 
trance is oppofite to the Back-Gate of tne latter. 
It chiefly confifts of one regular, uniform, well built 
Quadrangle. On the North Side whereof is the 
Library and the Provoft's Lodgings; on the Eaft 
the Hall, Buttery, and the Entrance into die Chapel; 
which runs Eaft ward from thence; and on the South 
and Weft Sides are the Chambers of the Fellows 
and other Students. 

Oppofite to the Great G*te we afcend by a large 
flight of Steps, having a Portico over them, to the 
Hall ; which is a well-proportioned Room, hand- 
fomely wainfcotted, with a Doric Entablature, and 
adorned with three whole-length Portraits, viz. in 
the Middle at the Upper-End, a very fine one of 
King Edward II. enthroned with his Regalia, by 
Rudjon; on his Right-Hand, one of Queen Anne y 
by Dahl\ $nd on his Left, oge of the late Duke ot 
Beaufort, by So/dL His Gracs is drawn ere£k in his 
Parliament Robes, having a Negro Servant bearing 
his Coronet after him. The whole makes a very 
fuperb Appearance. 

Through a Paftage in the North Side we enter 
the Garden Court : Which, conjfideiung it is fiir- 
rounded by the adjacent BuUdings^is v^ry fpacious, 
and makes an agreeable Appearance. The Garden 
is fenced at this End with a Pair of Iron Gates and 
Palifades, properly fupported bv aDwarf-Wall and 
Stone Piers. On either Hand is a Wing of .new 
Building, in a Style conformable to the Quadrangle. 
That on the Right, containing four Sets of Rooms, 
befides the Garrets^ was built at the Expence of Dr. 
Robinfon, Bifliop of London : And chat on the Left

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by Dr. Carter, late Provoft ; Part thereof being in- 
tended as an Addition to the Provoft's Lodgings. 

This College was founded by King Edward II. 
I3a4- Kitrg Edward III. and Adam le Brome, Al- 
moner to King Edward II, who was the firft Pro- 
voft, were eorifiderable Benefa&ors to this College* 
King Edward III. particularly gave them the large 
Menu age- of Le Oriel* fituate in St» Johns Pariih, 
by which Name the College was afterwards called • 
from whence this College nas been frequently held 
to be a Royal Foundation j but the firft Grant was 
jaade to Sr. Mary Hall, from whence the Fellows 
removed to Oriel, after that Houfe was afligned to 
them. He like wife gave them the Hofpital of Sr. 
Bartholomew near Oxford, with the Lands thereunto 
belonging ; which is inhabited, at prefent, by eight 
poor Men, who have a weekly Allowance from the 
College. 

Other Bencfa£fcors were John Frank, Mafter of 
the Rolls in the Reign of King Henry VI. who gave 
*ooo/. to this College at his Death, to purcnafe 
Lancfefor the Maintenance of four Fellows: John 
Carpenter, once Provoft, and afterwards Bifliop of 
Wbrcefier, was another Benefa&or ; as was alfo 
William Smith, Bifliop of Lincoln, and Richard Dud- 
ley, fbmetime Fellow, and afterwards Chancellor 
of the Church of Sarum : The laft of thefe gave the 
College the Manor of SwaynPwhk in Somerfetjhire, 
for the Maintenance of two Fellows and fix Exhi- 
bitioners. Qu? en annexed a Prebend of Ro- 
doeftir to theProvoft for ever, to increafe his In- 
come. Dr. Robinfou, Bifliop of London, befides 
the New Building, gave z?oo/. to augment the 
FdJowflrips. Ana the late Duke of Beaufort gave 
10©/. f t Ann. for four Exhibitioners. 

The prefent Members are a Provoft, eighteen 
Fellows, and fourteen Exhibitioners; the whole 
Number of Students of all Sorts being about feventy.

THIS College merits the Obfervation of 
Strangers, it we regard either the Dimenfions 
of its Buildings, the Revenues, or the Number of 
Srudents belongingto it. It is fituated in Ftjh-ftreet^ 
confifting of four Courts or Squares, viz. i. The 
great Quadrangle, Peckwater Square, 3. Canter- 
bary Court ; and 4* The Chaplains, befides other 
leffer Courts. 

The Weft Front of the great Quadrangle is a- 
magnificent Gothic Building, 382 Feet in length, 
flanked at each End with two Turrets. The great 
Gate is in the Middle of this Front, and over it a* 
beautiful Tower, enriched with Gothic Ornaments,* 
defigned by Sir Cbriftopher Wren, ere&ed by Dr. 
Fell, and admirably correfponds to the Tafte of the 
reft of the Buildings. In this Tower hangs the great 
Bell, called Tom, on the Sound whereof, at Nine 
at Night, the Scholars of the Univerfity are to re-' 
tire to their refpe<ftive Colleges. Tho $ the Win- 
dows in the Front are not exactly regular, yet fuch- 
are^rhe Greatnefs of the Proportions, and tne Mag- 
nificence of the Whole, that they raife the Admi- 
ration of every Spe&ator, and help him to form- an 
Idea of the great Soul of Cardinal Wolsey. In 
this Quadrangle are the Statues of Cardinal Wblfey^ 
and Dean Bp«; that of the Cardinal intheSouth- 
Eaft Corner is juftly admired as an excellent Piece 
of Workmanfhip. 

The great Qiudrangleis a&f by %6i Feet in the 
Clear. The Buildings are regular and uniform ; 
only the Hall, which takes up more than half the 
South Side, is confiderably elevated above the reft, 
and the whole finifhed with a Baluftrade of Stone, 
In the Center of the Area, below the Terrafs, is a 
large Bafon and Fountain, adorned with a Statue of 

Mercury, 
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Mercury , on a Pedeftal eredted upon a Foundation 
of Rock-work. 

The Eaft and North Sides of this Quadrangle 
are taken up with the Dean's and four ot the Ca- 
nons Lodgi»gs. Thefe Lodgings are capacious, 
elegantly fitted up, and have beautiful Gardens be- 
.hind them. 

In the Year 16 3SJ the North Side of the grand 
Quadrangle was begun ; but, before the Shell was 
weTl tiniihed, the Civil Wars broke out, whereupon 
it was demoliihed by the Rebels, and the Timber 
ferved the Soldiers lor Fuel : But, on the Refto- 
« ration, this Part of the Building was begun again, 
by the Dire&ion and Encouragement of Dr. Fell y 
then Dean of the College ; and finiftied Anno i66<f y 
together with that grand Stair-cafe leading up to 
the HalU 

The Hall is by far the moft magnificent Room 
of the Kind in Oxford^ and perhaps one of the 
largeft in the Kingdom. The Roof is framed of 
Timber curioufly wrought, and withal fo artfully 
contrived^ as to produce a very grand and noble 
Effe&. There are near 300 Compartments in the 
Cornice, which are embellifhed with as many 
C^afs of Arnis carved add blazoned in their proper 
Colours. 

At the upper End of the Hall there is an Afcent 
tof three Steps which run the whole Breadth, allot- 
ted cd the high Table. Near which is a beautiful 
Gothic Wiridow irt a Receft, that demands the At* 
tention of the curidu* Obfefver. 

This fupefb RdOm has lately bees much beauti* 
fied, and improved by compleating and painting 
the Wainicof ? painting and gilding the Roof, and 
by the Addition of a Jpt+t >Iumber of Portraits 
of former Deans, of Bi(hops 5 and other great Men* 
that were bred at the College, whi«h ate difpofed 
toted the Room.

The Cathedral Church ferves as a Chapel to the 
College. The Eaft Window whereof, which was 
done by Mr. Pr/V* Senior of London^ after a Defi<m 
of Sir y^ww ThomhiU, reprefents the Epiphany, la 
the Dormitory^ which is an Ifle on the North Side 
of the Choir, is .the Tomb of St. Fridefaide, who 
died A. D. 739. In the fame Place, likewife, is 
a Window, curioufly painted, reprefenting St. Pe- 
ter delivered out of Prifon by the. Angel ; befide the 
principal Figures there are a confiderable Number 
of Roman Soldiers in various fleeping Attitudes, 
admirably well drawn ; And ? tho* a very fmall Por-r 
tlon of the Glafs is ftain'd, the Colours are brilliant 
and the whole appears very lively. It was painted 
by J. Oliver, in his Eightieth Year, and given by 
him to the College, in the Year 1700. In this and 
other Parts of the Church are fome Monuments, 

no 
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no lefs remarkable for their elegant Infcriptions 
than their beautiful Scru&ure. 

In the Tower are ten celebrated Bells. 

Three Sides of Peciwater Court are uniform, 
defigned by Dr. Aldrich 7 then Dean, no lefs .fa- 
mpus for his Skill in Archite&ure, than for his Emi- 
nence in moft other Branches of Knowledge. Each 
Side contains 15 Windows in Front. T he lower 
Story is ILuflic^ in which are three Entrances. The 
. lecond Story, and the Attic above it are contained 
in the height of the Ionic Order, which refts upon 
the Rujiic. Over the five middle Windows in each 
Side is a beautiful Pediment, which projects, fup- 
ported by Three-quarter-Columns of the fame Or- 
der, as tne Entablature and Baluftrade of the other 

Parts are by Pilafters. On the fourth Side of this 

Court is a magnificent Library, 141 Feet long,, 
built in the Corinthian Order, tne Pillars of wHich 
are four Feet in Diameter. Underneath was in- 
tended a Piazta opening to the Square, with feven 
Arches, and an Afcent of three Steps running the 
whole Length of the Building* This Defign has 
been fince altered, for the more convenient Re r 
ceptionof the great Collection of Books belonging 
to the College ; and the Wainfcotting, Be ok-Ca fes, 
and Stucco- Work, as well on the Stair-Cafe, as in 
the Rooms of the Library, are very highly finifliech 

Canterbury Court, formerly Canterbury College, 
is a fmall irregular Square, South-Eaft of Peckwater^ 
confiding of ordinary Buildings, which, tho' they 
contain good Apartments^ do not require a parti- 
cular Description. 

The Chaplains Court is fituated South-Eaft of 
the grand Quadrangle, on the North Side where- 
of is the old Library, which was the Hall or Re- ' 
fe&ory of St. Fridefiride's Priory. 
- The Court of jhe Grammar School is South of 
the great Quadrangle, having the Hall on the 
North Side of it, .and the College Kitchen (built 
by the Cardinal) on the Eaft. On the North Side 
likewife, under Part of the Hall, is the Mafter's 

Common 
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Common Room, which is very noble and fpaci- 
ous, in which is a fuperb Marble Chimney-Piece, 
and over it an excellent Buft by Rysbrat of Dr. 
Busty, formerly Matter of WeRmtnfter School, and 
a great Benefa&or to the College. Round tb« 
Room are the Pi&ur es 6f feveral of the Matters of 
the fame School, and other eminent Men belong- 
ing to the College. There is alfo an elegant Range 
of Buildings, ufualhr called VeWi, looking towards 
the Long Walk and the Meadows. 

Next to the Buildings of Chtifi+Ckunh* their long 
Gravel Walk, planted on each Side with Elms, de- 
ferves our Notice, being a Quarter of a Mile in 
Length, and of a proportionable Breadth. This 
is much the fineft Walk about Oxford. 

Parallel to this is another Walk under the Walls 
of Corfu s-ChttJli and Merton Colleges, which is much 
reforted to by Invalids, on account of its being 
flickered from the North Winds by the Colleges 
above-mentioned. 

This College was founded by Cardinal Woi> 
set upon the Place where formerly ftcod the Pri- 
ory of St. Fridefwidei which, witn feveral other 
religious Foundations, were diflblved, in order to 
endow the new College intended by the Cardinal. 
The Defign was far from being cottipleated at the 
Time of the Cardinal's Difgrace, little more be- 
ing buile than the Eaft, South, and Parr of the 
Weft Sides of the great Quadrangle, and the Kit- 
chen. And as to the Foundation itfelf, whatever 
it might be at that Titfie^ 'tis certain it was after- 
wards leffened, and the torm of it altered Iwo of 
three times by the King. The Difgrace of the 
Cardinal happened in the Year fja'y. When the 
King feifc'd upon this College, as well as the other 
Eftates belonging to the Cardinal. In the Year 
1 532, at the Inftance of Lord CromteU, the King 
aew-modell'd the Foundation, and gave it the 
Name of Kihg Henry the Eighth's College. Thk 
was fupprefsM in 1^45, and in the Year following, 
iy4<$, tne Epifcopal See was removed from Ofeney 
" to 
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to this College, and the Church of St. Vridefwide 
conftituted a Cathedral, by -the Name of Chrijl's- 
Church. 

This Foundation has continued in the fame Forn* 
ever fince. It confifts of a Dean, eight Canons, 
101 Students, (four or five of which are ele&ed an-: 
anually from Weftminfler School, and the other Va-r 
cancies, as they happen, are filled up by the Ca- 
nons) 8 Chaplains, 8 Singing-Men, ana as many 
Chorifters, a Schoolmafter, an Uflier y an Orga«? 
nift, '&e. Since the Time of Queen Elizabeth this 
College has largely experienced the Bounty of fe- 
veral Benefa&ors, particularly DeaafVZ?, who left 
ten Exhibitions of 10/. per Ann. to Commoners 
whofe good Behaviour for a Year fhould recom- 
mends them to the Favour of the College,, and to 
be held for ten Years from the Time they were 
nominated to them. The 101ft Studentfliip was 
added by William Thurfton, Efq; i667 9 and is now 
in the Gift of the Vernon Family, several Exhw 
birions of 13 /. per Ann. were given by Lady Hoi- 
ford, for Scholars educated at the Cbarter-Houfe^ and 
feveral more by other Benefactors. 

This College has no other Vifitor but the King^ 
or thofe commiffioned by him ; King Henry VIII; 
when he re-founded it, having appointed no fpe- 
cial Vifitor.

pEmfooke College, fo. called from the Earl of 
Pembroke, Chancellor of the Univerfity at the 
Time it was founded, is fituated near St, Aldate's 
Church, oppofite to Chrift-Cbureh, and confifts of 
two fmall Courts. The Chapel is a fmall, ele- 
gant Building; ; and tho* feldom vifited by Strain 
gers, this Cabinet (for fo it may defervedly be call- 
ed) 
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ed) merits that Favour more than fome others 
which rarely efcape,tl^eir Notice. The Matter's 
Lodgings, which joins to the College on the North, 
is a haodfome modern Edifice. 

This College, formerly Broadgate Hall, was 
founded An. i6io, by Tbo. Hjdale^ of Glymtm y Elq; 
and Richard WhHwick, S. T. B. for the Study of 
Divinity, Civil and Canon Law, Phyfic, &c. 

The Charter of Incorporation exprefles it to be 
of the Foundation of King James, at the Charge 
and Expence of Thomas Ttfdale and "Richard Whit- 
met. A Charter of Mortmain alfo was granted, 
empowering the: College to purchase Lands of the 
Value of 700/. per Ann. Four of Ttfdale\ Fellows 
to be chofen out of his Relations, and the reft to 
co me from Abingdon Free-School. 

As to Wbitvick's Benefa&ion, he founded three 
Fellowlhips and four Stfholarmips, two of the 
Feltows and two Scholars to be of his Name 
or Kindred, and the other three from Abingdon 
School. 

King Charles I. granted to this Society the per-* 
pctual Advowfon of Sc. Aldate's Church, and cer-* 
tain Lands, for the Maintenance of one Fellow, 
to be chofen from Guernfey or Jerfey. 

Archbiihop Abbot, Juliana Stafford, and Francis 
Rons, were the next Benefadtors. 

Dr. George Morley, BiQiop of Winshefter, found* 
ed five Scholarfhips for the Natives of Guernfey and 

Queen Anne annex'd a Prebend of Glocefier to 
the Mafterlhip : La>dy Holford gave two Exhibiti- 
ons of 20 L t Year each ; Dr. Hall, Matter of this. 
College and Bilhop of Brijlol, built the Mafter's 
Lodgings ; Sir John Bennet, .Lord OJfulftone, en- 
dowed tWd Feliowfhips and Scholarfhips j Mr. 
To&nfend gave eight Exhibitions to young Scholars 
from Gl$ucefier, Cheltenham, Northleach, and Caw- 
den, Gloutefterfmre ; atiid Sir John Phillips, Bart, in 
1749, founded dne Fellowffap and one Scholar*-

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The prefent Members are a Mafter, fourteen 
Fellows, 14 Scholars*nd Exhibitioners j the whole 
JN umber of Students ufually about 70.

TT/Kircefltr College d$ pleafantly fieuatcdon an 
Eminence, juft above the River 1fu % and the 
Meadows at the Extremity of the Weftern Suburb* 
This is now rebuilding, and the Library, which is 
a magnificent Edifice, 100 Feet in Length over a 
Cloifter, fupported by Pillars, is already £ntfhed ; 
and one Wing. According to the 'Plan propofed^ 
this College is to confift of a Spacious 'Building. 
The Library on the Eaft, the Chambers of the 
Fellows and Scholars on the North and South, and 
the Gardens, which are to lie on a Defcent to the 
River, on tne Weft : The Apartment of tfhe Pro- 
voft is to be at the North-Weft Angle j the Cha- 
pel and Hall to be in the Front of the College, 
the firft on the Right, and the other on the Left, 
at the Entrance of the Gate, and to extend Weft- 
ward to the Library j the Dimenfions of the-Chapel 
and Hall to be the fame, viz. each of them to be 
50 Feet in Length, and *j in Breadth; from whence 
it is eafy to forefee, that this College will enjoy not 
only the pleafanteft Situation, but be one of the 
molt elegant Structures in the univerfity. . . 

The College was founded Amo. 1714. by Sir 
Thomas Cookes, Bart, for a Provoft, fix Fellows, and 
fix Scholars. 

It was anciently called Gloutefter Hall, from the 
BenediSlne Monks of G/oucefter, who educated their 
Novices here in Academical Learning. On the 
Suppreffion of Religious Houfes, this was vefted 
inlLing Hemy VIII. who granted it to Dr. Robert 

King, 
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King* the firft Bifhop of Oxford, for a Palace for 
Jbim and his Succeflbrs, and the Bifhop remain- 
ed in PofTeflion thereof as long as the See was at 

OuCeney. 

It was purchafed afterwards by St. John's Col- 
lege, and called St. John Baptijl's Hall, a Fellow 
of St. John's being Principal of it ; and in 1714. was 
converted into a College, by a Charter obtained 
from Queen Anne.

IS fituated pppofite to the great Gate of the 
Public Schools, confiding of one Court, 
which above thirty Years ago was begun to be re- 
built. The College is intended to be eredted in 
the Form of a Quadrangle, to confift of four Angle?, 
and four intermediate Buildings ; each Angle to 
confift of three Stair-Cafes and fifteen fingle Apart- 
ments; each Apartment to contain an outward 
Room, a Bed-Place, and a Study. Of thefc the 

South-

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Eaft Angle, and the Chapel in the South, the 
Principals Lodging in the Eaft, the Hall in the 
North, and the Gateway (with the Library over 
it) in the Weft, are already finiflied. 

Hertford or Hart-Hal/, an ancient Houfe of Learn- 
ing, fo firft called in the Year 1184, after the Name 
of tne original Proprietor of the- Tenement (Ellas 
Hertford) was purchafed by Walter Staplcdon % Bp 
of Exeter , Ann. 1 3 14 (and from him called fpr a« 
fbort Time Staptedon Hall, but it foon recovered 
its old Name) and was an Appendant to Exeter 
College. But having received an Endowment in 
Part^ was, at the Requeft of Dr. Richard Newton^ 
theni Principal, who endowed the Senior Fellow- 
(laps, incorporated, Sept. 8. 1740. 

And, though it is now ftiled Hertford College, 1 
it may be called by the Name of any other Perfoa 
who will compleat the Endowment of it, or be^ 
come the principal Benefadtor to it. 

This College is intended chiefly for the Edu- 
cation of young Scholars defigned for Holy Or- 
ders, confifting of a Principal, four Senior Fel- .

Several very eminent Men have had their Edu- 
cation here, viz. Cardinal Allcn y Sir Them as Moore- 
Erafmus, Mr. Sandys the celebrated EnglJJj Poet and 
Traveller, &c. 

The Number cf Members of all Denominations 
here, ufually exceeds that of any other Hall, a- 
mounting to- about 40 in the whole : and, to do 
it Juftice, it has been a flourifhing Seminary tor 
many Years.. 

V. Magdalen Hall is an ancient Building, 
adjoining to the Weft Side of Magdalen College, to 
which it is an Appendant.

TH E Caftle of Blenheim is a magnificent Pile of 
Building : A Royal Gift to the high Merit of 
John Duke of Marlborough. 
From Woodjlock, (the fartheft Houfe o/\vhich on the 
Right Hand was the Birth -Place of the great Englijb 
Poet Geoffrey Chaucer) we enter the Park through a fpa- 
cious Portal of the Corinthian Order. The beft View of 
the Caftle js a few Paces within the Portal. 

The Front is 138 Feet from Wing to Wing : The 
. Roof is adorned with a Stone Baluftrade, and Statues : 
but there are feveral Towers or Cupola's which have but 
an heavy Afpedt ; the feeming Weight of which occa- • 
fioned this Epitaph on the Architect Sir John Vanbrugh* 
Lie heavy on him, Earth ! for He 
Laid many a heavy Load on thee. 
The South Front is lefs loaded with Ornament; on it 
is a Bufto of Louis XIV. taken from the Citadel of Tour- 
nay. The common Entrance is at the Eaft Gate, which 
leads us into a Quadrangle confifting of Offices. From 
thence,« oppofite the Entrance, we proceed into the Area. 

Through the fuperb Portico on ma(Ty Columns we 
enter 

The H A L L, 
Which is the Heigth of the Houfe, fupported by Co- 
rinthian Pillars. The Ceiling, by Sir James Thornhill, 
reprefents the Duke of Marlborough crown'd by Vi&ory, 
who points to the Plan of the Battle of Blenheim. In the 
Receffes are well finiflied Cafts from the antique Statues 
of the Venus of Medicis, the Roman Slave, the Athletat,

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and Saltator. Over thefe is a Series of Painting, repre- 
fenting the Loves of the Gods, by Titian, a Prefent to 
the Duke from the King of Sardinia. In the Arcades on 
each Side, is a beauti ul Arrangement of T trmini. Be- 
fore we leave the Hall it may be proper to obferve the 
Buft of John Duke of Marlborough, placed over the Door 
of the Saloon* 

From the Hall we are conduced into the Rooms, in 
the firft of which is begun the Tapefhy Hangings, re- 
prefenting Alexander's Battles, from the Paintings of Le 
Brun, which are continued in two other Apartments. 
Thofe of the Duke of Marlborough are contained in four.

The G A R D E N S 
Are now a very large Plot of Ground, well contrived, 
by finking the outer Wall into a FofTe, to give a View 
quite round, and take off the difagreeable Appearance

of Confinement and Limitation to the Eye. It is within 
well adorned with Walks, Greens, Efpaliers, and Villas, 
to divers remarkably Obje&s that offer themfelves in the 
circumjacent Country, The Defcent to the Water on 
the South and Weft exceeds moft Gardens in this King- 
dom, 

The PARK 
Is near twelve Miles in Circumference, which was in- 
clofed by King Henry I. The old Palace, nothing of 
which now remains, was built by King Henry II. Acrofs 
the Valley is a remarkably fine Eccho, which will re- 
peat a whole Hexameter. 

The Stately BRIDGE, or R I ALTO rather, leads 
along the grand Approach to the Caftle. The Arch is 
above 190 Feet Diameter. A Cafcade of Water fall* 
from a Lake down fome Steps into the Canal which runs 
under it. 

The FOREST,' PARK, and MANOR of #W- 
fiock were granted by Aft of Parliament in the fourth 
Year of Queen Anne, to John Duke of Marlborough f and 
his Heirs Male and Female, on Account of his feveral 
Victories over the French and Bavarian Armies, particu- 
larly the fignal one near Blenheim. On the vaft Obelifk 
in the principal Avenue of the Park is infcribed the beft 
Account of the Duke's Aftions and Character that has 
been penned in the fame Compafs, and was written by 
that great Genius of his Time the late Lord Bolingbro&e, 
and begins as follows ; 

-The Caftle of Blenheim was founded by Queen Anne> 
In the Fourth Year of her Jleign, 
In the Year of the Chriftian ./Era 1705. 
A Monument defigned to perpetuate the Memory of the 

Signal Victory 
Obtained over the French and Bavarians, 
Near the Village of Blenheim, 
On the Banks of the Danube, 
By John Duke of Marlborough: 
The Hero not only of this Nation, but of this Age;

with their proper Emblems. The Offices, which form 
two beautiful Wings, have a Communication with the 
principal Building by circular Colonades.

We enter the Houfe at the HALL, which is elegant- 
ly ornamented on the Sides and Roof with curious Stuc- 
co.

St. AUGUSTJNE's CAVE is a Building of Roots 
of Trees and Mofs ; and in it a Straw Couch, with three . 
liifcriptions in Monkijh Latin Verfe. 

From hence we approach the 

TEMPLE of BACCHUS, 
Built of Brick, with Paintings by Nollikins in the Infide, 
alluding to the Name, From hence we have a Prolpeft 
toward Aylefbury^ and Wendover Hills. In the Gardens 
we have in foil View an OBELISK, erefted, 
To the Memory of Robin Cro.cher. 

The SAXON TEMPLE, an ALTAR in a Grove. 

After being in the Wood, we come to 

NELSON'S SEAT, 
From whence we are furprifed with a fine open Country 
on the North ; the Rotunda on the South, and the 
Houfe on the South-Eaft. 

Oppofite the North Front of the Houfe is an Equef- 
trian Statue of his late Majesty, with the follow- 
ing Infcription from VirgiL

Et *viridi in Camj-o Signum de Marmore ponam 
Propter aquam. Co bham«. 

The ne^t Subjeft of our Attention is 

DlDO's CAVE, placed in a Wood, and raifcd. on an 
Amphitheatre with this lafcription;

The ROTUNDA, a neat airy Building, fupported 
by ten Dorick Pillars, defigned by Sir John Vanburgb. 
In the Centre is a Statue of Venus de Media's on a Pedeftal 
of blue Marble, 

The Statue of the LATE QUEEN, erefted on four 
Ionic Columns, with this Infcription : 

Honori t Laudi, Virtuti Diva Carolina^. 
To the Honour, Praife and Virtue of the Divine Ca- 
roline. 

The SLEEPING PARLOUR is a fquare Building 
in a Wood. On the Frize is this Infcription : 
Cum omnia Jint in inccrto, fa<ve tibi. 
Since all Things are uncertain, indulge thyfelf. 

The WITCH-HOUSE, a fquare Building, the In- 
fide of which was painted by the late Lord's Gentle* 
man with feveral Devices alluding to the Name.

Sir WALTER RALEIGH, a valiant Soldier, and 
an able Statefman ; who endeavouring to roufe the Spi- 
rit of his Mafter, for the Honour of his Country, againft 
the Ambition of Spain, fell a Sacrifice to the Influence 
of that Court, whofe Arms he had vanquiflied, and 
whofe Defigns he oppofed.

Work, ftuck with Shells and Flint. In it is a marble 
Statue of Venus. 

The LADIES TEMPLE, fupported by Arches, 
with Venetian Windows. On one Sr3e is a Painting qF 
Ladies employing themfelves at Needle and Shell- 
Work; on the other, Ladies at Mufick and Painting, 
both by Scleter. _

The Black- Wall is a- 
dorned with a Piece of Alto-Relievo, by Mr. Scheemaker^ 
reprefepting the four Quarters of the World bringing 
their various Produfts to Britannia. 

The IMPERIAL CLOSET is a fquare Room, in 
which are painted in Frefco by Scleter, the three humane 
Roman Emperors,, each of which is diftingtfifhed by a. 
memorable faying of his own.

2. Heath rop, the Seat of the Right Honourable 
Lord Shrewjbury, is about feven Miles. Weft of Cornbu 
near three Miles South-eaft of Cbipping-nortop. 

3. The Duke of Arcyle's Seat at Adderbury, tv. 
Miles from Banbury. 

4. The Earl of Guildford's Seat at Wroxton, two 
Miles Weft of Banbury. 

5. Sir Clement Cotterell Dormer's, at Rou~ 
Jhanu, is about four Miles Eaft of Woodftock. 

6. Newnham, a grand new erefted Stru&ure belong- 
ing to Lord Harcourt, about five Miles from Oxford, near 
tfie Road to Henley. 

7. Sir James Daft-wood's, Bart, at Kirtleton- Park. 
8. Lord Jerfey 9 s, at Midd!eton-Stoney. 9. Francis Pagers, 
Efq; 2£ Middle- dfton. 10. John LenthaWs, Efq; at Bur- 
ford* Sir Edward Turner's at Ambrofedet?, near Bicefter. 

12. Anthony Keek's. Efq; formerly Lord Faulkland'r, at 
Great-Te<w. 13. Lady Wheat's, at Glymptcn. 14. Lord
